London, Jan, 3.—A report is current bere 
today that a number of Mahdist fanatics pene- 
trated the British lines at Suakin and attacked 
the soldiers in the streets of the town. It is 
stated that furious fighting ensued, in which a 
number of the English were killed or wounded. 
The Government, it is said, has suppressed the 
report of the affair, and the British loss there- 
fore cannot be ascertained. 
Advices from Cairo say that the Arabs lost 


800 men in the battle with the British forces 


which was fougbt near Kosheb recently. The 
Arabe are reported to be flying in the direction

'Konigeplats. The bells crashed, the bands 
played, and mighty cheers went up as the 
‘eannon of the royal palace thundered as &

11 o'clock streams of privileged guests began 
to drive toward the royal chapel, where a 
thanksgiving service was held. The chapel is 
built in the form of an octagon, and is richly 
ornamented with frescoes. The altar is cov- 


-ered by a baidachin supported upon four 
pillars of Egyptian alabaster.

Emperor William and the whole royal fam- 


fly, Gen. Viscount Wolseley, and other foreign 


envoys attended the opera tonight. They were 
receiyed with thunders of applause by the au- 
dience. In tne evening the streets were al- 
most impassable. : 

THE ROYAL PAIR. 

At 12:80 the master of ceremonies tapped 
with hig staff. The doors of the chapel were 
opened again, and the Kaiserin, dressed 

in white satin, with bracelets, brooch, 
and earrings of splendid briliiants, ap- 
peared standing there with her lady 
in ‘waiting, Countess von Hake, Immediately 
afterward the Kaiser came up, lookimg bale 
and bearty. He gave his arm to the Empress 
and led che royal procession into the chapel. 
The procession comprisea the royal family, 
German Princes and Princesses, with 
their various suites, court officials, and 
Adjutante-General. The Crown Prince con- 
Gucted the Kaiser's sister. The Crown 
Princess, who wore a violet dress and 
‘bonnet, entered on the arm of the Grand 
Duke of Baden, The following German 
Princes and Princesses were present: The 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden and 
the Hereditary Grand Duke, the Dowager 
Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Scherwin, the 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Saxe- 
Weimar, with the Hereditary Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess of Saxe-Weimar, and the Prince 
of Hohenzollern. Queen Victoria was rep- 
resented by Gen. Viscount Wolseley, dressed in 
bis Britigh General's uniform ana ablaze with 
decorauons. 


ALL REPRWYSENTED. 

Every Empire, Kingdom, Republic. and Prin- 
cipality of Europe and America wag repre- 
sented In ime gorgeous and glittering proces- 

gion; While the cortége was entering the court 
the band played avoluntary. Then followed 
a choral and a short sermon preached by the 
Court Chaplain, Dr. Roegel, upon the text:

The service was very solemn and impressive. 
It closed with prayers and another choral. A 
move was then made to the Weisser Saal, where 
the ceremonial of receiving the foreign en- 
voys took place. 

In bis conversation with the foreign repre- 
sentatives the Emperor avoided making polit- 
wal allusions except to express his satisfaction 
at the friendly relations existing between Ger- 
many and other countries. The sene in both 
the chepel and Weisser Saal was solemn and 
p cturesque.

While 
Dr. Weymar was in prison the 
Czar was murdered. When the doctor 
was tried it was shown that be had been an in- 
timate friend of Saionef, who was supposed to 
be the actual murderer of the Czar, and who 
was banged for that crime. Dr. Weymar was 
promptly Cotivicted, his estate confiscated, 
and he was exiled to Tranapaikalia, in Eastern 
Biberia. In October, 1884, a Nihilist named 
Lapation was arrested for the murder of Gen. 
Messendoff. He was convicted and hanged. 
His last words were to the effect that Dr. Wey- 
mar was innocent. 


BRITISH NEWS. 
MR. HUGH c. CHILDERS’ POLITICAL &TRUG- 
GLE. 

Lowpbdr, Jan. 3.—[Via Mackay-Bernett Cable 
to The Tribune. Mr. Hugh C.-Childers, who was 
Mr. Gladstone’s Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and who proposed the fatal tax on heer, has de- 
cided to contest the South Division of Edin- 
burg at the approaching bye election. Mr. 
Childers stood for the Borough of Pontefract 
in the general elections, but was defeated by 
Rowland Winn (now Baron Stoswald), the 
Parliamentary Secretary of the Treasury in 
the present Government. Sir George Harri- 
son was elected for the South Division of 
Edinburg, dut be has since died, and Mr. 
Childers secks the seuffrages of this 
safe Liberal constituency, There is no 
probability of his being defeated, but 
his effort to get a dead man's shoes has made 
him a target for the Tory wits. Some of the com- 
ments in the newspapers are amusing and a- 
most equal to American humor. Mr. Cuilders is 
described as the “animated boney-pot of 
Gladstone's Cabinet, a “befogged figure in a 
moisture as dense as a November fog.“ and as 
a “calamity as dangerous to his friends as a 
can of dynamite out for a holiday. 

ENGLAND AND BURMAH. 

Lowpox, Jan. 4.—M, Vossion, formerly 
French Consul at Rangoon, who is now on his 
way to Philadelphia to take charge of the 
French Consulate in that city, said in an 
interview today that he belleved that En- 
landes attempt to govern Burmah would 
prove a failure. The native monarchy, he 
said, could not be overthrowa without a revo- 
lution. England, instead of annexing Burmah, 
should have placed Prince Mien Yong on the 
throne, and governed the country through a 
British Resident at Mandalay. 


THE BALEANS. 
PRINCE AND THE CZAR—TURKISH 
_ TROOPS, 

Lorpos, Jan. 4.—It is rumored that Prince 
Alexander has written a letter to the Czar ask- 
ing that the Russian officers who were com- 
pelled to resign from the Bulgarian army on 
the outbreak of the Servo-Buigarian war be 
allowed to resume commands and aid in reor- 
ganizing the army, as the Prince is firmly con- 
vinced that Servia will recommence hostilities. 

A dispateh from Constantinople says that 
1,000 Turkish troops embarked at Aleppo Fri- 
day for Salonica.

DE FREYCINET STILL UNDECIDED — THE

ing a vew Cabinet in the present condition of 
affairs. 
Before the departure of the Newark chil- 
Gren for Havre, whence they sailed on the 
steamer Canada yesterday for New York, they 
were carefully examined by M. Pasteur. The 
vitality of the oldest two and the youugest ap- 
peared to be somewhut low, but the third was 
in excellent spirits.

NEW YORK. 


The President’s Views on Silver and 
the Senate’s Atiitude as to 
Appointments.

New York, Jan. 8.—(Special.j-The cor 
respondent of a morning paper bas had an in- 
terview with President Cleveland. The Prest- 
dent was asked how he regarded Senator Beck's 
speech upon the tariff. 

He replied: “My own personal idea about 
that is that the only practical way to pass a 


bill would be to bave the House Committee 


charged with this work take up the subject 
in a business fashion and modify the present 
laws in such a way as to help poor people who 
labor, and to take away neediess protection 
from the few who have grown inordinately 
rich at the expense of the many. 


Referring to the subject of the Senate and 


the consideration by that body of his appoint- 
ments the President said: “I have made no 
hasty selection of officers, but on the 
contrary have given very much 
time and investigation to the 
subject, appreciating that very much depends 
on the personnel of the Government. Possi- 
bly I may bave erred in some instances, but I 
am sure they are few, and 1 have every 
evidence that the country is satisfied 
with the new  officiais. I have no 
knowledge as to what course the Senate will 
pursue, but I have no idea that it will assume 
to interfere with the prerogatives of the Presi- 
dent. I bave my duties: it has its 
duties. One thing I do not believe, and that is 
that the United States Senate will spend its 
time in listening to tho petty criticisms of ap- 
pointees which come from disappointed ap- 
plicants for once.“ 
LOSSES BY FIRE. 

The first half of the year 1885 in New 
York City was very unprofitable for insur- 
anoe-men, but during the last half of the 
year, considering the growth of the city, it is 
worthy of note that the losses by fire are be- 
lieved to have been less than for the same 
period of any year since 1875. A statement to 
this effect was made yesterday by a leading in- 
surance broker, who added: “It would be 
pleasant if the same could be said of the 
entire country. As soon, however, as 
fires grew infrequent here they sprang up 
in other quarters. Take Chicago, for instance, 
Now, since the fire Chicago has been consid- 
ered one of the safest cities in the country; 
but three months ago, when I was there, 
Il was told that the premiums for the 
entire year would not pay the losses to 
date, and I think there bas been a million-dol- 
lar fire there since. A majority of Chicago 
risks are held in New York companies. Taken 
altogether, it bas been a pretty warm year for 
insurance companies; but it would have been 
much hotter had it not been for the uncom- 
monly good record made by New York City in 
the last six months.“ 


A $75,000 YOUNG THIEF. 

Frederick Fishel, who for five years was the 
eashier and confidential bookkeeper of the firm 
of August, Bernheim & Bauer, manufacturers 
of clothing at No. 516 Broadway, ocoupied a 
cell at police headquarters today. He is 
charged with having, by means of forged 
checks, robbed bis employers of upwards of 
$75,000 and having concealed his theft by a 
series of faise entries in the books under his 
control. The perfect trust the firm had in his 
honesty made it comparatively easy for him 
to continue his thefts for over a year 
without detection. Fishel is an unmarried 
man of 32, and lived with hie parents, who are 
bighly respectable people, at No. 953 Second 
avenue. He fled from this city the 19th of last 
September, and was arrested in Canada by De- 
tectives Dolan and Hetdelberg. The firm in 
whose service Fishel was is one of the largest 
clothing houses in the city, having been estab- 
lished ia business twenty-eight years. Fishel 
was receiving a salary of $8,500 per annum. 
The firm always kept a large cash balance mn 
the banks where they kept their account, hav- 
ing often as much as $150,000 or $200,000 on 
deposit, as they discounted a great deal of pa- 
per for their customers. 

Friday, Sept. 18, Mr. Felix L. Bauer told 
Fishei to have all the bank-books written up 
and balanced the Monday following, as the 
firm desired to ascertain the balance of their 
credit at the banks. When the store was 
opened Monday Fishel was absent. The morn- 
ing mail brought a letter to the firm from the 
missing cashier, mailed in this city the previ- 
ous Friday evenmg, in which he informed 
them that be had robbed them of a large sum 
of money and that be dad fled and 
would never return. He said that his 
fraudulent transactions had been going on for 
nearly a year and had continued up to the day 
before he fled. An expert accountant was at 
ence called in to examine the books. He 
found them in great confusion and when they 
were finally stra.gbtened out it was ascertained 
that Fishel had made away with over 
$75,000. While the examination was going 
on another letter was received from Fishel, 
which had been mailed in Havana. It 
recited bow he obtained the large sums of 
money by bogus cheeks, bow be opened a per- 
sonal account at the Murray Hili Bank, and 
later on became ipfatuated with and kept a 
young woman named Nellie Fisher; how he 
finally got to gambiimg and betting on races, 
going deeper and deeper intothe mire until 
escape was impossible. Detectives were then 
employed by the firm, and they succeded in 
learning that Fishel was in Canada.. Bench 
warrants for bis arrest were issued, and Fishel 
was secured last Thursday at Gravenhurst, 
near Hamilton, Ont. Arriving here Fishei 
made a fuil confession. At one gam- 
biing-house in West Twenty-cigh h street 
be claims to have lost $20,000 in 
playing faro. Upon information furnished by 
Fisbel suit was entered yesterday by the firm 
against the proprietors of this gambling-bouse 
for the recovery of the money, and one of 
them was arrested by Sheriff Grant on a civil 
order and taken to Ludlow Street Jail. Fishel 
says the men at whose establishment he piayed 
must have known when they received the 
checks with which he paid bis losses that tha 
money was fraudulently obtained and that the 
ehecks were forged. The gambiers who re 
ceived these checks deposited them either to 
their own account or had them cashed through 
third parties at banks in this city. Six banks 
have cashed bogus checks, and suits will be 
entered against them to recover the money. 


CARNEGIE ON IRON PRODUCTION. 


Mr. Andrew Carnegie of the great rail manu- 
facturing firm of Carnegie Bros. of Pittsburg, 
in a conversation today on iron production at- 
tributes the recent rise in the price of rails to 
natural causes entirely. “A ned era of raii- 
road-buildmg,” be says, “has set in in the 
Northwest and the Southwest, having Chicago 
as its centre or base. One company alone 1 
know to bave just placed an order for 
700,000 tons of rails for the extension of 
ite system, In addition to this demand for 
ralls for new lines, the recent disinclination on 
tne part of the railroad companies to expend 
money for new track iron to replace the old 
has resulted in the wearing out of the old 
equipment. These rails, now worn out, must 
be replaced, and the demand during the 
coming year for replacement purposes prom- 
ises to be very much greater than 
usual. The conditions are favorable for the 
companies just now, as the old iron finds a 
ready market at so good a figure that the rails 
may be replaced by new ones of steel at a 
comparatively small outlay. As to demand 
for the retis, there is every indication of its 
being of su t magnitude to warrant us in 
assuming that there will be plenty of work for 
ail the rail mills this year, and enough 
rant the assertion that 
also good. :

THE SONS AND DAUGHTERS OF THE MUR- 
DERED MRS. KNOOH AKRESTED ON B6U8-

Derrott, Mich., Jan. 3.—(Special. j—The dis- 

covery of the murder of Mrs. Christian hnoch 

and the arrest of ner sons Gustavus and Her- 
man on suspicion were net made known till this 
morning. Today there has been the greatest 
excitement at Woodmore and in Detroit it was 
much talked. about. After arresting tne boys 
late last night the Sheriff went out early this 
morning and arrested Caroline and Teresa 
Kooch, unmarried daughters of the dead 
woman, and Martin and Matilda Schweit- 
ger, on-in-law and daughter of the 
deceased, respectively. They are held 
on suspiciog. The Sheriff thinks their 
arrest is the beet thing for them, as there is 
very intense feel over the murder, and vio- 
lence might possibly be shown them if they 
were free and at home. Most of the neighbors, 
those who have known the Knoch family a 
long time, say they think Herman, whom they 
believe to be insane, did the Killing. Others 
believe Gustavus is the one, and that he has 
systematically got rid of first one and then an- 
other member, thus gradually succeeding to 
the inheritance. It is generally believed that 
the mother was murdered to prevent ber from 
divulging facts about the killing of Frank 

Knoch and his family. It was asserted today 

that if the boys were free they would run 

‘strong chances of being lynched on suspicion, 

the feeling against them being so strong. 


A BITTER FIGHT. 


IT I8 NOW BEING WAGED BETWEEN THE 
BALTIMORE & OHIO AND PENNSYLVANIA 
COMPANIES. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 3.—A bitter fight is be- 
ing waged between the Baltimore & Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Railroad Companies here which 
promises to surpass the one between 
them in Philadeiphia some time ago. 
The Baltimore & Ohio is contesting 
for a more direct freight route to the West, 
and the Pennsylvania is endeavoring to pre- 
vent it. Besides the Baltimore & Ohio, the 
Pennsylvania has to fight the Rochester & 
Pittsburg, which is also a formidable rival. 
The whoie trouble arises from the pro- 
jected Pittsburg & Northwestern Railroad. 
The quarrel has not reached the courts as yet, 
but it is expected to do so at an early date. 
The road, which is as yet only on paper, is 
known as the Turtle Creek Line, and is to run 
from Punxsutawney to Brinton Station, on thy 
Pennsylvania Railroad, a distance of eighty- 
two miles, at an estimatea cost of 
$16,000 per mile. The Pittsburg & Rochester 
ends at Punxsutawner, and for years 
has been trymg to reach this city by a line of 
itsown. Failing in this it bas used the Alle- 
gheny Valley Road up to within a short time. 
The Pennsylvania, however, ordered the Al e- 
gheny Valiey to carry no more freight for this 
line and since then the Rochester & Pittsburg 
has been shut out. Some interesting develop- 
ments are expected in a few days. 


OBITUARY. 


DEATH OF THE OLDEST DRY-GOODS MER- 
CHANT IN NEW YORK LAST NIGHT. 

New Yor«, Jau. 3.—[{Special.}|—James Ar- 
nold Hearn, the bead of the old and well 
known dry-goods house of James A. Hearn & 
Son, and the oldest dry-géods merchant in New 
York, died tonight at his residence, No. 2086 
Fifth avenue. Although over 75 years old, he 
remained in active business up to about a 
month ago. 


[Mr. Hearn was a native of the Isle of Wight. 
Bince 1884 he had been identified with the dry- 
goods trade of New York City, when he formed a 
partnership with his uncle, Aaron Arnold, after- 
wards the founder of the great house of Arnold. 
Constable & Co. At the time of Mr. Hearn’s death 
his firm embraced three generations—himself, his 
son, George A., and his grandson, Arthur A. 
Hearn. | 


MR. HENRY SWEET. 

The late Mr. Henry Sweet, who died last Sat- 
urday at the residence of his son, No. 207 Park 
avenue, was a well-known druggist in Chicago, 
having been in that Owsiness since his arrival 
in the city twenty-cight years ago. He was 
born in Dutchess County, New Mork, fifty-one 
years ago, and received bis training in the drug 
trade in New York City. He came West in 
1857 and formed a partnership with a Mr, 
Johnson, under the urm name of Sweet & 
Jobnson, which lasted a number of years. The 
year of the great fire Mr. Sweet entered local 
politics as a candidate for Alderman, and was 
elected from the Tweifth Ward. He served bis 
term, bat did not again ask for the votes of his 
former constituents. Mr. Sweet married a4 
Onicago lady and had five children. His wife 
died two years ago, but the children all sur- 
vive him. Deceased was a member of Apollo 
Commandery, a Forester, member of Hesperia 
Lodge of Masons, and also of the Pharma- 
ceutical Association. He wasin active busi- 
ness up to last September, when a severe at- 
tack of diabetes compelied him to seek rest, 
and he finally succumbed to the disease.

THE LIBEKAL LEAGUE, 


IT CHARGES COL. INGERSOLL WITH RAPAC- 
ITY IN NOT GIVING UP THE PROCEEDS OF 
A LECTURE. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 8.—Barly in October the 
ninth annual Congress of the Liberal League of 
America was hela in this city. One of the ad- 
vertised attracuons was a lecture by Col. R. G. 
Ingersoll. The Colonel came the last day of 
the congress and delivered his discourse to a 
large audience. 

A short time since the Secular Age, the organ 
of the local league, charged that Col. Inger- 
soll bad not dealt fairly with the league. It 
declared that it was well understood before he 
came here that the proceeds of his. lecture 
should be turned into the treasury of the Na- 
tional league, and it was only on those con- 
ditions that he was engaged to come. 

It is charged further that after the lecture 
Col. Ingersoll’s agent tock charge of the re- 
ceipts, giving to the Cieveland league only 
enough to pay the expenses of the congress in 
excess of $240 raised by the Cleveland league. 
The remainder, amounting to $580, was banded 
over to the Colonel, and not turned into the 
treasury of the National league according to 
agreement. These charges were commented 
upon by freethinkers, and at today’s meeting 
of the Cleveland league a spirited discussion 
ensued. At the close of the meeting resoiu- 
tions were unanimously adopted demanding of 
the secretary of the American Secular Union 
(the new name of the league) an itemized 
statement of the expenditures and receipts of 
the recent Congress, and also of what became 
of the profits, if any there were.

The Situation as It Now Presents 
Itself at the Capital of 
Ohio. 


A Powerful Lobby Having Its Own Way 


in the Legislative Halls of 
Maryland. 


ALBANY, N. T., Jan. 3,—[Special.]—The con- 
test over the organization of the Legislature 
reveals the fact that the ‘Republican leaders 
are divided on nearly the same lines as in the 
Sentorial ight last winter, when Mr. Evarts 
was chosen to succeed Senator Lapbam. The 
Evarts combination is backing Gen. James W. 
Husted for Speaker of the Assembly and Sen- 
ator Pitts and John W. Vrooman, respectively, 
for President pro tempore and Clerk of 
the Senate. The old Morton crowd 
is working for George Z. Erwin for 
Speaker, the man they elected last year, and 
Senator Low for President and ex-Assembly- 
man Ingersoll for Clerk. This faction is not, 
however, as strong as it was a year ago on ac- 
count of the desertion of ex-Gov. Corneil, and 
all its candidates will probably be beaten. Tom 
Platt, Lou Payne, and Dutcher, who are the 
mainstays of the clique now, have lost their 
political grip. If they do not climb over to 
the winning side shortly their political in- 
fluence will be entirely gone. Among those 
here working for Husted and the other candi- 
dates on the same slate are James D. War- 
ren, Congressman Burleigh, Chairman Chester 
5. Cole of the State Committee, Gen. Sharpe, 
ex-Congressman Warner, John J. O'Brien, and 
representatives of Frank Hiscock and the New 
York Union League Club, while Senator War- 
ner Miller is inclined to work with them, al- 
though he is so afraid of doing anything to 
injure his own chances of ‘reélection next 


year that be does not take an active hand in 
the fight. The position Mr. Miller may assume 
will not influence his chances in any degree. 
From the talk of prominent Republicans bere 
it is clear that his re®lection will be most bit- 
terly fought when the time comes. He is 
not such a nonentity, to be sure, as Mr. Lap- 
ham was, yet the party workers seem deter- 
mined that besball be relegated to private life 
at the expiration of bis term, notwithstanding 
bis avowed candidacy and unceasing efforts to 
obtain a second term.

THE OHIO FIGHT.

BALrIxon n, Md:, Jan. 3.—[Special.|—The 
Maryland Legisiature meets next Wednesday 
and the Democratic boss lobbyists are prepar- 
ing to besiege the State-House and secure 
all the spoils. An attempt is beme made 
to intimidate the railroad corporations 
by holding out that the new State 
Constitution, a wonvention to frame 
which will be ordered by this Legisiature, WI 
change the railroads’ relation to the State in 
the taxation of their property. The lobby will 
be a fearful one this session, and office as- 
pirants willhaveto pay for the prizes. The 
lobbyists, who are boasting that their followers 
make up a majority of the two Houses, 
are iaying their plans so that no aspirant shall 
te successful without first. humbling bimselt 
before them. If they could help it not even 
Senator Gorman would escape them. A- 
though the election of last November 
settled the result 80 far as Mr. Gor- 
man's resection is concerned, yet even be 
is not willing to trust bimself to them and 
wait until the time fixed by the law for the 
election of a United States Senator. The elec- 
tion of a Senator will take place Jan. 19, 
and although no competitor has made 
himself known as desirous of engaging 
in a contest with Mr. Gorman, the 
Senatorial caucus will be burried up and heid 
in the first or second week of the session. 
There will likely be a struggle over the 
Governorship, as the Legislature’ will 
choose a successor to Gov. McLane, 
who resigned the Governorship to ac 
cept the Freuen mission.. Lloyd is the 
Acting Governor by virtue of his being Pres- 
dent of the Senate. The lobby desires to post- 
pone tne election, as there are several promi- 
nent politicians besides Mr. Lioyd who would 
be willing to advance a little bard cash 
for “campaign expenses.” It is, how- 
ever, claimed that it is the duty of 
the General Assembly to elect a Governor at 
the earliest practicable moment, and that the 
members would be derelict if they postponed 
such an important matter. The delay would 
certainly complicate the situation, and there 
are lawyers who think that Edwin Warfield 
of Howard County, who will be the 
President ‘of the Senate, will, upon 
his election, becorme the Executive, unless the 
Legisiature, immediately after its organiza- 
tion, proceeds to the election of a Governor. 
There is an impression abroad that some of 
Mr. Gorman’s friends want to keep the Gov- 
ernorship warm for Mr. Warfield, io the event 
of his tallure to get the appointment of Sur 
veyor of the Port of Baltimore, to be made in 
February. Any delay in the election of Gov- 
ernor will imperil bis chances.

She then approached two 
gentiemen whom she met with alike result, 
and was lust seen running down Harrison 
street towards State. 

At 2 o'clock Sunday mornmg a young man 
who said his name was John McLain and that 
he was married and lived at No. 221 Lafiin 
street was found at Haleted and Madison 
streets carrying a cottage clock, which hé said 
he was gomg to make a present of to a friend, 
and was on bis way to deliver it. He was sur- 
prised when told that the hour 
was rather unseasonable for making presents 
and upon being searched at the stauon, where 
he was taken, two marriage licenses issued in 
Fayette County, Iowa, were found upon him. 
One was dated April, 1884, and gave Stephen 
Tabbs permission to marry Anna Bowers; the 
other, dated October of the same year, gave 
Charles Sullivan consent to wed Emma Stein.

of a morning paper that an unknown oil-we | 
had been struck by a Dig man. Report said 
that it was in the southern part of Allegheny 
County, near the Mount Nebo Church. Exact 
particulars of the locality of the well could not 
be ascertained.

At 7 o’ciock that evening a reporter from the 
leading morning paper of the city left town on 
‘borseback with instructions to find the well 
and clear up the mystery.

effect that be (Hitter) had many years ago mur- 
dered a man named Jansen at the Milwaukee 
Garden. The prisoner was admitted to bail in 
the sum of $5,000. Ritter has also com- 
menced a civil action, claiming $10,000 dam- 
ages. Mr. Schoenioeber is known widely, in 
German circles especiaily, and bas al ways been 
much respected. He is 65 years of age, has 
been a resident of Milwaukee since 1856, and is 
said to be quite wealthy. He is one of the old- 
est furniture dealers in the city and up to July 
last was proprietor of the Pioneer Furniture 
House, when he transferred the business to 
bis son, Otto Schoenloeber. Christian Ritter, 
who causes the arrest, is a member of the firm 
of L. & C. Ritter, who for years have conducted 
a rival furniture establishment within a block of 
Mr. Schoenloeber’s place of business. The 
complaint charges that Schoenloeber had sent 
postal-cards to A. Payda on which it was writ- 
ten that Christian Ritter had murdered a man 
named Jansen at the Milwaukee Garden; aleo 
that he was a thief and should be in State's 
prison expiating his crimes, The postai-cards 
were signed G. Muller, but, it is charged, they 
have been traced by detectives to Schoenloe- 
ber. Since the arrest of Schoenloeber startling 
developments of the extent of his alleged 
libelous work have been made. and at least 
two more suits, each for $10,000 damages, 
will be instituted against bim tomorrow 
morning. The new compiainants are Assem- 
blyman Le Grand, an undertaker, and Charies 
Ness & Sons, furniture dealers. It is also un- 
derstood that G. Staeder and several other 
furniture dealers bave been slandered most 
outrageously on postal-cards. In every in- 
stance he signed his nom-de-plume of G6. 
Muller.“ In June last C. Ness received a pos- 
tal-card charging him with gross immorality, 
and signed G. Muller.“ He gave the card to 
the police at the time, and the detectives in 
charge of the case, it is said, have found evi- 
dence of Schoenloeber's guilt as far back as 
1876, and so far sixteen postal-cards and four 
letters, all of the most scurrilous and siander- 
ous nature, have been traced, so the story 
goes,to him. The complainant, Ritter, did 
kill a man in Milwaukee Garden about fifteen 
years ago, as churged by Schoenloeber, but the 
act was in self-defense, and Ritter was ac 
quitted,

She was alive this evening, 
but physicians pronounce her case, which is 
clearly one of hydrophobia, to be bopeless, and 
ber death is expected at any hour. This makes 
six fatal and dreadful cases of the disease in 
Milwaukee witnin as many months.

CAPTURED BY INDIANS, 


THE STORY TOLD BY SEBASTIAN BECK, WHO 
IS TRAVELING EAST. 
Philadelphia Times: “This is a very strange 
story of mine,” said w queer old man to a re- 
porter yesterday. His garments were filthy 
and be was old and feeble and wretched look- 
me. My name is Sebastian Beck, and in 1875, 
during the Black Hillis mine excitement, J left 
Ph ladelphla with a party of men and their 
wives and children to go in search of gold. I 
bave just come back. We worked veins in 
Wyoming and Dakota, and had amassed $10,895 
wortn of gold nuggets and were just starting 
a colony when one day 3,000 Indians 
swooped down on us, took our Fold, 
and blindfolded us and strapped us on 
ponies. Then th> Chief, ‘ Black-Moon,’ went one 
way with the women and children, whom we 
never saw afterward, and Sitting-Hull took us 
men into Montana. For ten years we were 
kept with the Indians and almost became In- 
dians ourselves. In their battles with the 
whites we were compelied to take part, and 
were dressed like warriors, with paint, feath- 
ers, bows and arrows, and tomahawks. I was 
present at the massacre of Gen. Custer, and 
bad on my paint and feathers and did my share 
of the whooping and fighting. 
“I was made chief of a band of Indians, and, 
according to the rules of the tribe, bad to mar- 
ry asquaw. Sometime ago, while fishing, I 
sighted one of the officers of Fort Walsh, and, 
callmg him, told him my story. He helped 
me escape from the Indians, and when I 
reached the fort I could hardly make them 
believe | wasn't an Indian. Ever since my

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THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

About a year ago persons who had made a 
careful study of economic affairs in the 
United States expressed the belief that con- 
ditions had at last been reached out of which 
would come a gradual improvement in trade. 
The production of merchandise in excess of 
demand had been followed by a decline in 
prices, failures, and general depression. It 
was a moral certainty that as soon as the in- 
flated business concerns were substantially 
out of the way, and the rate at which goods 
were consumed had overtaken the rate of 
production, a healthy trade would begin. 
The first six months of the year completed 
the adjustment of demand and supply, and 
the last half afforded proof of improvement 
that no one could gainsay. At the same time 
the settlement of the great railroad con- 
tests began, and confidence in securities was 
revived. The course of business and the 
general condition of affairs at the present 
time have fully vindicated the predictions 
made early in 1885. The most exacting man 
could not ask for amore hopeful state of 
business than we are now having. The in- 
crease in legitimate trade is rapid enough to 
be distinctly visible and not rapid enough to 
suggest inflation ur a general speculative sen- 
timent. There is nothing unhealthy to be 
seen outside the stock market, and nothing 
exciting apprehension among a large number 
of people except the Government financier- 
ing, which always causes more or less anxiety. 
The country in entering on the year 1886 has 
therefore abundant reason for self-congratu- 
lation and hopefulness, 

The annual summaries of business at the 
leading commercial points of the country 
show a gain in almost every department, but 
perhaps the most gratifying change is seen 
in the insolvency record. It was the opinion 
of many of those who took a hopeful view of 
affairs a few months ago that the failures in 
1885 would outnamber those of 1884. It was 
not thought that the improvement in busi- 
ness began early enough to reduce the rate 
of failures for the whole year, considering 
that the number in the first quarter was so 


‘large. But the footings show that the num- 


ber of failures was 3 or 4 per cent smaller 
than in 1884, and there was a decrease of 
over 50 per cent in the liabilities. The aver- 
age of liabilities was less than $12,000, while 
in 1884 it was over $20,500, and in 1878, the 
year preceding specie resumption, it was 
over $22,000. The ratio of failures to traders 
was only one in eighty-six, while in 1878 it 
was one in sixty-four. It is very Jikely that 
there will be an increase in the number of 
failares for the next few weeks, as the first 
quarter of the year is usually a period of 
large bankruptcy hurvests; but that the epi. 
demic of insolvency is over nobody can doubt. 

Of last week’s movement of staple goods 
itis only necessary to say that it was satis- 
factory for the time of the year. Purchases 
for immediate consumption were not large, 
but there was an excellent demand for future 
delivery. Dealers all over the country are 
making provision for the spring trade, which 
indicates the expectation of a large demand 
from consumers. Iron continues very firm, 
and some of the lower grades have advanced 
in price. Coal is about the only important 
commodity that shows any weakness. This 
is due mainly to the warm weather, thouch 
the threats that the Reading Company will 
cut loose from the combination and mine as 
much as it can sell have something to do with 
it. The wheat and flour niarkets hold their 
own stubbornly, in spite of the large visible 
supply and small export demand. Labor 
troubles are a more conspicuous feature of 
the situation than heretofore, mainly in the 
coal and iron trades, but strikes are now for 
higher wages and not against reductions, as 
they were for a long period. 

The stock market has shown great 
strength, but its outside supporters are by no 
means go numerous as they were a few weeks 


intenance of present prices after such 
a phenomenal advance. Even in the most 
prosperous years of our history there have 
been long-continued declines in the stock 
market, and the present period is therefore 
very exceptional. ‘There is abundant reason 
for increased confidence, but the railroad 
troubles are by no means settled. The atti- 
tude of the Baltimore & Ohio towards the 
rest of the trunk lines is threatening, and 
there will no doubt be a vigorous fight over 
its effort to get a line of its own into New 
York. The increased earnings of the trunk 
roads and the economies recently introdhced 
into their management are, however, en- 
couraging signs. The Granger roads are 
domg well, and their securities are confident- 
ly bought by many people who think the 
trunk-line stocks have gone too high. One 
of the strongest supports of the stock market 
is the bond trade, which is good and promises 
to be active after the January interest and 
dividend money gets into general circulation. 
The money market is sufficiently easy to 
afford traders all the accommodations they 
need, while giving lenders a fair income on 
their capital as compared with the profits on 
merchandise. 


CLEVELAND AND THE PRESS. 

At a time when there is a marked lack of 
partisan rancor and public discussion is en- 
gaged with principles and policies to the ex- 
clusion of assaults on personal character, Mr. 
Cleveland assumes to say that in his opinion 
there never wasatime ‘‘when newspaper 
lying was so general and so mean as at pres- 
ent,” and that the press which the American 
people support is more debased than that of 
any country under the sun.” A fine com- 
pliment this for the President of the United 
States to pay to the intelligence of the coun- 
try! The newspapers of any community are 
simply barometers indicating the standards of 
public intelligence and taste; they vary in 
spirit and character according to the demands 
of their constituencies, and collectively they 
furnish an infallible index to the state of 
popular sentiment. Through the public jour- 
nals the people gain their information as to 
public affairs, and through them they express 
directly or indirectly their opinions, senti- 
ments, and desires. Newspapers are gov- 
erned by the lawof supply and demand; 
ey are what popular taste and intelligence 
require them to be, and they have in other 
respects something of the character of public 
institutions. When the President stigmatizes 
the entire press of the Nation as licentious 
and libelous he means of course that public 
taste in the United States is more debased 
than in any country under the sun.” Such 
libelous assertions bear on the people rather 
than on the press. 
„Mr. Cleveland is himself a standing illus- 
tration to refute his accusation against the 
press of the country. The principles and 
policies of his Administration are discussed 
freely and tully, but in no quarter is there 
any disposition t drag the personal frailties 
of the President into public view and assail 
him with slanderous abuse. Lincoln was a 
“baboon,” Grant a butcher,” but the press 
of today discusses the acts of the Cieveland 
Administration without a resort to opprobri- 
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| mantle of charity and silence which covers 
the personal character of the President. De- 


spite Mr. Cleveland’s assertion to the con- 
trary, it may be doubted whether there ever 
was a time when public discussion in this 
country was so free from ‘personal slanders 
and so thoroughly taken up with measures, 
principles, and policies. Mr. Cleveland has 
enjoyed greater immunity from personal as- 
sault than any President since the time of 
Adams. Instead of stigmatizing the press 
and people Mr. Cleveland ought to congratu- 
late himself that the average of public in- 
telligence and taste is now so high that a 
President peculiarly vulnerable to assault is 
treated with courtesy and forbearance and 
has to meet only fair criticism of his official 
acts and policies. 

It was, perhaps, appropriate that in mak- 
ing his wholesale denunciation of the press 
the President should address himself toa 
professional! cartoonist whose pictorial Ilbels 
are suited to the lowest order of intelligence 
and adapted to the understanding even of 
men who cannot read. But then this carica- 
turist had bepuffed him and defamed his 
opponent Blaine. It was with an ill grace, 
however, that Mr. Cleveland made his accusa- 
tions so broad as to include the entire press 
and stigmatize popular taste and intelligence 
while he abused the courtesy and forbearance 
to which he owes so much. The White 
House is not made of glass, but its present 
occupant ought to be grateful for the leniency 
and courtesy shown him by political oppo- 
nents, who preserve silence as to the Presi- 
dent's personal character and discuss only 
the principles, acts, and measures of his 
Administration. 


THE MAYOR AND THE CANKERSPOTS 

In his reply to the report of the grand jury, 
which has morally indicted” him for der- 
eliction of duty in the non-enforcement of 
the municipal laws against midnight dram- 
shops and thieves’ dens, Mayor Harrison 
pleads the baby act. He has not made answer 
to the charges brought against him. The 
position in which he stands is this: The 
municipal ordinances, adopted by the liquor- 
men themselves, provide that every saloon in 
the city shall close at 12 o’clock midnight 
and remain closed until 5 a. m., and that no 
games for money shall be played at any time 
in them. Every saloonkeeper since these 
laws were passed has consented to obey them 
as a condition of receiving his license. The 
Mayor himself has made oath that he will 
execute them. It is a matter of common ob- 
servation and notoriety that these laws are 
not obeyed by hundreds of saloonkeepers 
and not enforced hy the police. When the 
Chief of Police was asked why they were not 
enforced he replied that they could not be 
so long as the police force was dominated by 
polities.“ There is no political control of the 
police except that of Carter Harrison. The 
grand jury states in its report that the Chief 
of Police would perform his duty were he 
not interfered with by a higher authority. 
The only authority higher than that of the 
Chief of Police is that of the Mayor. 

It isof no use for the Mayor to try to shirk 
responsibility by informing the public what 
he has told a police officer to do, or by 
hinting that Aldermanic influence may pre- 
vent the punishment of those who have vio- 
lated the law. If he has ordered the police 
to break up this unlawful business and they 
have not done it, why has he not *‘ bounced ” 
them and put those in their places who will 
obey orders? If he doesn’t want to send 
policemen into these places because they will 
drmk, as he says, then let him employ police- 
men who are not such guzzlers that they can 
be bought off with a glass of whisky. It is 
better for the city that they should remain 
outside,” says the Mayor. Is not this a singu- 
lar statement for the executive of a great city 
to make? Is it his idea of the duty of a po- 
liceman that when he sees the law violated 
by the keepers of doggeries he is to pay no 
attention to it—he is not to go inside and ar- 
rest the violator of the law, or lodge a com- 
plaint against him? He says again: I try 
my level best to make honest officers out of 
the men I put on the force.” Would it not 
be better to save himself that trouble by put- 
ting on honest men at the beginning, instead 
of selecting a class of men who cannot go 
into a saloon to perform their duty without 
drinking liquor ? % 

Finally the Mayor begs the whole question 
by stating that as soon as his flüger gets 
well” he intends to go around in disguise 
and find out what is going on, and if he sees 
anything bad he will stop it. This is silly 
child’s play, and means nothing. All that is 
necessary for the Mayor to do is to issue a 
peremptory order to the police that the laws 
must be enforced without fear or favor and 
that all saloonists keeping midnight dens, 
and robbers’ roosts, and houses of ill-fame 
shall be reported and prosecuted and have 
their licenses revoked, and that the police- 
man who fails to obey shall be discharged in- 
stanter from the force. He has taken an 
oath to do this, and he has not doneit. There 
are scores upon scores of places kept open all 
night, and there are hundreds upon hundreds 
in which gambling is carried on, and scores 
where prostitution is practiced and thieves 
are sheltered, It is not necessary to go round 
in disguise to find them. They do not vio- 
late the laws in secret or conceal it from the 
public. Every person in Chicago, police in- 
cluded, is aware of it, and no person in Chi- 
cago knows it better than Mayor Harrison, 
What the citizens of Chicago want to know 
of him is why he does not enforce those laws. 


THE OUTCOME OF SOCIALISTIC DOG- 
MAS. 

Chicago Socialists, like all persons of the 
same faith, claim that under the present sys- 
tem they do not receive an equitable share of 
the products of labor, and yet they would de- 
stroy the personal right of property, which 
alone induces any man to gain more than a 
bare subsistence. Take away the right of 
the individual to own and control property, 
and the struggle for existence” and the in- 
centive to effort would degenerate into an at- 
tempt to do the least possible amount of 
labor that would keep soul and body together. 
What motive or inducement would there be 
for any man to do more or to. work for 
other and lazy. people for nothing? Self- 
preservation is indeed the first law of nature, 
but it prompts the savage only to secure the 
food, shelter, or clothing absolutely neces- 
sary to preserve life. Necessity is the first 
spur to human labor and activity, and the 
second is the desire to acquire something and 
lay up a store for the future for himself 
and his children. In tropical countries, 
where nature supplies food without labor or 
price, the inhabitants remain sunken in their 
original communism or socialism, and in the 
struggle for life they are required merely to 
defend themselves against wild beasts or 
other enemies. Above the line of frost and 
snow even the barbarian is compelled to 
have some thought of the morrow and to lay 
up a store of supplies to carry him through 
the winter. Wherever human beings are 
unable to live from hand to mouth, but are 
compelled by their necessities or desires to 
put forth extra exertions, the right of the 
individual to own and control the product of 
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7 
his labor must de recognized. Even the 
North American Indians are Communists only 
in a limited sense, and4 distinctly recog- 
nize the right to pri property. Each 
savage lays claim to hig pony, bis gun, his 
hatchet, his Wigwam, his blanket, and his 
wife and children. 

The Socialists are opposed to civilization 
fully as much as to Christianity or the mar- 
riage relation. By depriving all men of the 
right to own and control individual property 
they would destroy every incentive to exer- 
tion, invention, and progress. No man 
would strain his brain and toil to produce or 
perfect an invention or achieve a great im- 
provement when he could obtain no personal 
reward for so doing. Unable to hold or own 
anything, the sole pfoblem with each mem- 
ber of the community would be to work as 
little as possible—just enough to feed, clothe, 
and shelter himself. Labor of some kind 
would have to be enforced; but it would be 
likegthat performed in a penitentiary or the 
service rendered by a gang of slaves. Each 
man might be forced to work his stint, but 


he would play old sojer” at every opportu- 


nity. Men labor only when spurred on by 
necessity or desire, and when the opportu- 
nity for individual gains and accumulations 
was once taken away there would remain 
only the inventive of the barbarian to gain a 
mere subsistence with the least possible ex- 
ertion. 


No valuable invention was ever brought 
forth in a Socialistic community. The man 
who first harnessed a horse to a load was an 
inventor, and his purpose no doubt was to 
gain an advantage for himself by this labor- 
saving expedient, So with all inventors who 
have struggled through years of hardship and 
poverty the purpose has been to secure the 
right of property in a new device valuable to 
mankind, Animated by the prospect of hnal- 
ly securing their reward, inventors have 
faced self-denial and hard labor from year to 
year, and often from generation to genera- 
tion, in thinking out and perfecting the great 
labor-saving improvements which have done 
so much for civilization and wealth. In a 
Socialistic community, where every man 
would be entitled to an equal quantity of 
bread, beef, bacon, and beer, and no more, 
there would be no inducement to unusual ex- 
ertions. A speedy end of all progress would 
follow such a system. 

But apart from making new labor-saving 
inventions, a Socialistic community would 
have little motive to continue the use of 
those already devised. What would be the 
use of railroads, or steamboats, or telegraphs, 
or steam machinery in a society where no 
man could better his condition or provide for 
his family beyond the common lot? Who 
would build or sustain cities? What possi- 
sible improvement or advance could there be 
ina community where no amount of inai- 
vidual labor or ability could assist a man ip 
getting on in the world, but all would have 
to labor fora mere subsistence and be fed 
from the common trough? It is beyond 
imagination to conceive any means of redu- 
cing the white races of the world to such a 
condition. Socialists, Anarchists, and all 
such cranks want to cut down the tree in 
order to secure more of the fruit. ‘The real 
interests of the working classes will be 
served, not by wild and revolutionary 
schemes to check the sources of enterprise 
and progress, but by wise measures of co- 
operation to increase the productive power 
of labor and the purchasing power of wages; 
to cut off waste and thus give the laborer a 
greater share in the product of his toil. But 
the right to acquire. and enjoy individual 
property must continue, or the Caucasian 
race will speedily relapse into universal 
sloth, loaferdom, poverty, and ignorance, 
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Mr. Artaur Ricumonp has written an 
open letter in the North American Review 
to Secretary Bayard pointing out to him the 
mistake he made in leaving the Senate to ac- 
cept a Cabinet position in a manner which 
will make that gentleman wince. The 
writer perforates the record of the Bayard 
ancestors in a slashing manner and leaves 
little of it that is not ridiculous. He next 
investigates Bayard’s political record. Speak- 
ing of the Chicago Convention of 1884, he 
says: To whom of all these was it a.secret 
that the one and only thing which for a mo- 
ment even made it possible that the lightning 
of nomination should strike your lifted brow 
was the frank and outspoken offer of Mr. 
Belmont to assume the lion’s share of the 
legitimate expense of a Presidential canvass 
should your name be inscribed upon the Ban- 
ner of the party?” The writer also 
handles the question of Bayard's dip- 
lomatic appointments without gloves, ridi- 
cules him for allowing his personal prefer- 
ences to govern almost every choice he has 
made, exposes the sinister manner in which 
he has sought to advance the interests of 
Great Britain in the fisheries matter, recounts 
the stories of his personal quarrels and ill- 
humors, charges him openly with having se- 
lected Keiley for the Austrian mission in 
order to advance the Senatorial interests of 
his friend Barbour, the Virginia Bourbon 
boss, and in numerous other ways exposes 
his conspicuous failure as a Cabinet officer 
and the mistake he made in ever leaving the 
Senate. In closing his screed he says: 


With these words ringing in my ears I al- 
most begin to feel that 1 bave deferred too 
long this warning cry!. Cam you retire from 
office in the face of such an indictment? Can 
you remain in office under the gathering cloud 
of such distrust and suck denunciations? And 
whether you retire orf whether you remain is it 
still possible that Delaware, relieved though 
she be of the imputations put upon her of sub- 
servient acquiescence in the condition Qf a 
family pocket borough of the Bayards, may 
and will afford you once again an opportunity 
to redeem, by quiet and modest fidelity to the 
duties of a Senator, the reputation and the in- 
fluence which you have so swiftly squandered 
upon the futilities of patronage and che illu- 
sions of office as a Secretary of State? 


The North American letter will not be 
pleasant reading for the Secretary of State, 
nor for the President either, to whom it will 
reveal the exact consideration in which he is 
held by the gentleman from Delaware. 
Rumors of unpleasant relations between 
the two have long been rife. Mr. Rich- 
mond’s letter will not be likely to make them 
more harmonious or tolerable. 


A FEW years ago there were but eight 
cities in Germany with a population of over 
100,000. Now there are twenty. Berlin a 
dozen years ago contained 800,000; now 
1,500,000. The urban population has im- 
mensely increased, and is already giving the 
Government much anxiety. The causes 
which have induced this exodus from. the 
farms and villages to the cities are not dis- 
similar to those which operate in our own 
country. The young men drift into the 
cities hoping to get lighter work or to live 
without hand-soiling, sweat-causing labor if 
possible; to get niore beer, potato whisky, 
and tobacco; to have more amusement and 
leisure; and to enjoy life. What to do with 
the great urban accretion of population is the 
probiem now keeping the German Chancellor 


awake o nights. There is not enough work 


for the raw migration into the cities, nor can 
the Imperial Government devise any means 
to keep these people busy at satisfactory 
wages. The result is that these rural young 
men, finding themselves disappointed 


| and not able to procure 
cleaner work, or get the money 
necessary for food, liquor, smoke, and enter- 
tainment, drift rapidly into Communism and 
enroll themselves among the enemies of so- 
ciety. Thus the ranks of the Anarchists have 
largely increased in the German cities, in 
spite of the Government’s protective and re- 
pressive measures, and all over Germany 
they are boldly demand that the State 
shall furnish them with Work, subsistence, 
money, and sources of enjoyment, or take 
care of them while they remain in idleness. 
Communism in Germany is the same as 
Communism everywhere else, Its aim is to 
get something for doimg nothing, and be 
maintalued in idleness at the expense of the 
State or the community. The problem which 
confronts Bismarck is a serious one, for at 
the present rate the rural districts will soon 
be so depopulated as to be substantially non- 
productive and the cities will be overcrowded 
with idlers.

Tun new system of disposing of dead 
bodies devised by a Brest chemist has much to 
recommend it—that is, if its practical features 
have not been overrated.

The ex-members 
of the department who are members of the as- 
sociation are entitled to one delegate to the 
annual meeting from each of the divisions of 
the city. Daniel D. Healey was chosen to rep- 
resent the West Side, George Shippey the South 
Side, and A. J. Calder the North Side. 


Michael Challetti was stabbed in the 
right shoulder and the right side of the neck 
by Nicholas Morino, both Italians, in an Ital- 
jan saloon at No. 521 South Clark street Satur- 
day night. Challetti was quietly removed up- 
stairs over the saloon and put to bed, and the 
affair was at first kept from the knowiedge of 
the police. Last night Officer French, hearmg 
of the affray, arrested Morino at his home, No. 
402 South Clark, and lodged him in the Harri- 
son Street Station. Challetti's injuries are 
severe and may prove iatal. 


George Monday, a colored hackdriver, was 
arrested about ten days ago for robbing Ed 
Burke of a watch, diamond pin, and a gold- 
beaded umbreila. The case was continued by 
Justice Meech, and when called for trial the 
_ prosecuting witness failed to appear, and Mon- 
day was released. Subsequently Detectives 
Granger and Bonfield discovered that the 
stolen property bed been returned by Monday 
on condition that Burke should not p ute. 
Monday was rearrested yesterday, and Burke 
will be compelled to appear against him. 

The body of an old man was found float- 
ing in the lake at the foot of Thirty-seventh 
street yesterday morning at 11 o'clock by Peter 
Johnson of No. 8717 Cottage Grove avenue. 
The corpse was identified as that of Charies H. 
Curtis, 74 years of age, who lived with his son 
at No. 2 College place, and was taken home. 
No motive for suicide is known, an death 
is thought to have been due to 
Mr. Curtis was last seen alive at 8 a. m., 
couple of hours before the discovery of his 
body. Mr. Curtis was an old settier, coming 
to Chicago about 1844, and running a butcher's 
stall on State strec> for a number ol years.;

The day of the school’s formal 
opening a class of twelve had assembied, 
and the labor of instruction was begun. 
The school grew strong and the number 
of pupils increased each week. The results 
are now shown in a weekly average attendance 
of sixty-five pupils, requiring the services of 
nine teachers and demanding greatly enlarged 
facilities. Up toa recent date the expenses 
have been borne by Mr. Wayte. Four weeks 
ago the Sabbath-schoo! was transferred to the 
jurisdiction of the Baptist Home Missions, and 
yesterday its removal to a commodious bali at 
No. 465 State street was appropriately ob- 
served, the dedicatory services being attended 
by the parents and friends of the scholars, who 
now number 100. 

UNPLEASANT VISITORS. 

Maggie Hellion, a servant-giril in the employ 
of Benjamin Kandall, at No. 305 West Monroo 
Street, was awakened about 2 o'clock yester- 
day. morning by two men, who entered ber 
bedroom through a rear window. One of the 
Teilows, armed with an opeu knife in bis band, 
threatened to killher if she screamed. She 
struggied violentiy, and the other man caught 
her by the throat and pounded her face badly. 

Her outcries were so loud tha: the villains be- 
came frightened and climbed out of the win- 
dow, which they had left open. A. M. Dixon, 
living at No. 308 Monroe, the adjoining house, 
was aroused by the noise, and saw the two 
men running through the yard, and as they 
climbed over the back fence fired two shots at 
them. They escaped, probably without injury. 
The attention of the police was atiracted dy 
the shooting, and the story was related to 
them. No arrests bave been made. 


WOULD DESTROY ALL GOVERNMENTS. 
THE INTERNATIONAL WORKING-PEOPLE’S 
ASSOCIATION TAKE OCCASION TO PITCH 

INTO EMPEROR WILLIAM. 

A meeting was held at West Twelfth Street 
Turner-Hali yesterday under the auspices of 
the International Werking-Peopie’s Associaton 
for the purpose of discussing two subjects very 
intimately connected with each other from a 
Socialist’s point of view—viz.: The twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the accession of the Em- 
peror of Germany to the throne of Prussia 
and Irish home rule. There were about 500 
people present, nearly all of them Germans, 
and the Chairman, Oscar Neebe, was a German; 
but their great sociali®tic hearts beat just as 
warmly for the Irish cause as Mr. Parnelil’s, 
and they were supposed to respond with as 
much warmth to Sam Fielden’s appeals to bis 
Irish hearers’ as if they had been of Celtic 
descent. 

Sam Fielden said the Socialists were in sym- 
pathy with the Irish people in their endeavors 
to secure independence. But while Parnell 
only wanted to suppiant English oppression by 
a republican form ot self-government, the In- 
ternational Working-People’s Association 
wanted no government at all. The Irish should 
become Socialists and allow no man to rule 
them. Home rule was not practicable as long 
as the principle of private property was rec- 
. ognized. This principle was the source of all 
their troubles. He cautioned the Irish against 
permitting politicians to contro! them when 
once they came to govern themselves. 

The second speaker was Michael Schwab. 
He began his speech by abusing Emperor Will- 
jam and ridiculing the idea that miilions of 

were offering prayers for the welfare of 
such a man. All the German pation could 
thank the Emperor for was the death of hun- 
dreds of thousands of ber sons in the numer 
ous wars, the suffering at home caused by 
these wars, the terrible burden of the largest 
Standing army in Europe, the most cruel! perse- 
eution of those who had the courage to pro- 
claim political opinions in opposition to a 
monarchica! form ot, government, and the mis- 
ery attendant upon the expulsion of 30,000 
Poles. 

An attack on the character of Emperor WIll- 
jam, adopted as a resolution, read by August 
Spies, couciuded as follows: 

“When we now consider that this is the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the throne asces- 
sion of this slayer of our brothers—the de- 
Jamer of the traditional fame of the once 
giorious race from which bas sprung all that 
is praiseworthy in modern civilization— 
also view the bumilidting spectacle of an 
apotheosis tendered to this monster by his 
very victims—when -we behoid this Oriental 
servilism of a degenerated and demoralized 

people, then a feeling of irrepressible indigna- 
— contempt, and hatred bursts forth trom 
the depths of our hearts. But our brothers in 
Germany's prisons, in whose hearts the flame 
of liberty is not yet extinguisned, the Reins- 
Gorffs and Lieskes, to them we appeal and 
raise the cry: * Onward, Titans! The price 
ot the Struegie is worthy of your heroic biood! 
Death to the tyrant! Death to tne deflers of 
our race! Long live Liberty, live Anarchy!“

THE BREAKWATER. 
SLIGHTLY DAMAGED BY THE GREAT STORM 
OF DEC. No CAUSE FOR ALARM. 

There has been no increase in the ex- 
tent of the damage done tothe “southerly” 
division of the system of breakwater by the 
atorm the night of Dec. 4 last. Neither can 
any repair of the damage be made until Con- 
gress appropriates money for the purpose. 
Meantime there seems no necessity for further 
apprebension of danger, except in the event of 
another! storm ot great intensity and long 
duration. Maj. Hanberry of the United States 
Corps of Engineers, temporarily in charge of 
this district, stated to a TRIBUNE reporter 
yesterday that he bad recently examined the 
breakwaters and they were in good condition. 
The substructure is composed of cribs of 100 
feet in length, each separate and distinct in 
itself. The damage done by the December 
storm was to displace one of these cribs and to 
overturn three of them, thus makimg a bole in 
the breakwater very similar to the one left in 
its construction for the entrance of vessels. 
There was uo more liability, or even as much, 
of the gap widening at the break made by the 
storm than there is for the rerular entrance to 
be widened. Thesubstructure of cribs reached 
from the bottom of the lake to the surface of 
the water. The superstructure, or that por- 
tion above the water, is built in a continuous 
line and is not separated into sections. This 
superstructure being above water and exposed 
to alternaté sunshine and storm, causing it to 
be dry and wet in turn, makes it liable 
to decay, and some time it will be 
necessury to rebuild it. The substructure, be- 
ing submerged, would never decay. The fail- 
urs ot the last Congress to pass the River and 
Harbor bill last winter bas brought all im- 
provements to a standstill. The northerly“ 
breakwater, running trom a point off Lincoln 
Park out towards tne crib, was of the most im- 
portance as a harbor shelter at present, and it 
was perbaps rot likely that Congress would be 
asked for an appropriation for repairs for the 
southerly breakwater until the more necessary 
northerly one shall be completed. 


THE BOXMAEERS. 

MAXWELL BROS.’ EMPLOYES DETERMINED 
TO FIGHT TO THE BITTER END—A STRIK- 
ER’S DENIAL 
The Boxmakers’ Assembly heid a special 

meeting yesterday afternoon to consider and 

talk over the strike at Maxweli Bros.’ factory. 

Aftera good many warm and good-humored 

speeches it was decided not to co back until all 

were reinstated, The association agreed to 
raise the weekly pay of the married men out 
on the strike from $7 to $10. The meeting was 

beld with closea doors and lasted till after 6 

O clock. 

One of the men said: “ We are all fixed for a 
long siege, and have made up our minds to 
stay out until the firm accedes to our demands. 
I wish you would state in Tun TRIBUNE the 
real facts in regard to some violations of the 
law which some of the papers accuse us 
of. When Henry B. Maxwell had a number 
of our men arrested on some charge or 
other he couldn't prove it against them, 
because it was done by outsiders. The attack 
on the Biue Island car at Fourteenth street 
was made entirely by sympathizers with the 
strikers, all of our men being at the corner of 
Twenty-second street at the time. They say 
we are hoodlums, but they never saw a quieter 
set of men than we are. Jim Maxwell has seid 
that we bebaved very quietly. An evening 
paper sald that we paraded the streets with 
sticks and stones. It was only a troop of boys 
playing ‘shinny.’ McMullin, the vessel-owner 
and the father-in-law of Jim Maxwell, is back- 
ing the box-factory financial'y, although it is 
not generaily known to beso. He must have 
lost about $4,000 by the strike. The firm has 
promised to pay us, but we haven't seen a red 
yet. We expect them to give in, as they 
havent a boxmaker in the shop just 
now, and there are not fifteen men outside of 
the union in this country. One of Maxwell's 
teamsters pulled a revolver on the strikers, but 
a policeman paid no attention to bim. He is 
armed ana threatens to ‘do up’ any one who 

near him. We will have a conference 
with McMullia about 10 o’clock tomorrow in 
the neighborhood of the factory and will per- 
haps have the matter settled then.“ 


IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE. 
A NEW BRANCH ORGANIZED ON THE WEST 
SIDE YESTERDAY. 

About 100 sympathizers with the Irish Nation- 
al Land League movement met at No. 622 West 
Lake street yesterday afternoon to organize a 
branch league. The name of West End Land 
League was unanimously adopted for the new 
branch and Mr. Thomas O' Neill then gave a brief 
pian for its formation. Thomas Smythe was 
made Temporary Chairman, and he introduced 
Mr. M. P. Brady, who made a stirring 
address, in which he took occasion to denounce 
the small faction of Irish-Americans who were 
trying to create dissatisfaction in the ranks of 
the league. “No man,” he said, “even 
though occupying a prominent position in the 
league, should be permitted to exhibit his 
spleen or imperil the cause in Unicago or eise- 
where. He who attempts to retard the prog- 
ress of the cause should receive the exe cra- 
tion of every true Irishman.’ Aithough no 
names were mentioned it was plain to those 
present who was meant, and when Mr. 
O'Meara got up to address the meeting he was 
found to be a champion for the parties alluded 
to by Mr. Brady. He took exception to 
the remarks of the first speaker, and 
said that there was no appearance of a split in 
the league. For his part be did not see why 
the control of the committec appointed by Mr. 
Egan should be intrusted to “a few scurvy 
politicians,” and if the mass of Irish-Ameri- 
cans desired to have men of social and intel- 
lectual standing on that committee it was 
proper that they should give voice to their 
sentiments. When the speaker sat down Lieut. 
Stanton sbut off further discussion of the sub- 
ject by moving the election of permanent of- 
ficers. 

The following officers were chosen by ac- 
clamation: President, Thomas Smythe: Vice- 
President, E. H. Castle; Financial Secretary, 
John T. Doherty; Recording Secretary, R. KR. 
Conway; Treasurer, M. J. Hyland; Sergeant- 
at-Arms, Sergt. Roach of the West Lake Street 
Police Station. One hundred and fifty names 
were enrolled as members of the new branch. 


THAT GRAND-JURY REPORT. 
WHY NOTHING WAS SAID ABOUT THE EX- 
ISTENCE OF GAMBLING. 

It was observea by some of the members of 
the Police Department yesterday that it looked 
a little queer that in the report of the grand 
jury no allusion was made to the existence of 
gambling iu the city. A member of the grand 
jury, whose attenuon was called to the matter, 
sad: Why, that certainly 1s a queer observa- 
tion, coming as it does trom the Police De- 
partment, for it was the policemen’s duty to 
bring gambiing to our notice if it existed. 
Yes, there Was a report submitted by the In- 
vestigating Committee that gambling existed, 
but that was a week ago, when the ac- 
tion of the jury appointing the committee 
was rescinded. The action was rescinded be- 
cause the committee attempted in good faith 
todo more than they could, or, as one of the 
jurors said, bad bit off more than they could 
chew.’ The committee was reinstated on con- 
dition: only that its members should confine 
themseives to looking up the true inwardness 
, of the ‘dives’ that send the great proportion 

of work over to the Criminal Gourt, as it was 
thougnt if any retorm could be effected in this 
respect it would be sufficient good for one 
grand jury to accomplish.”

The Maimed but Agile Pedal-Ex 
tremity Beautifier Who Dwells 
in the Court-House, 

He Is Able to Read a Man’s Character 
in the Shine He Asks 
For. 


A Couple of Cases That Caused His Iras- 
cibility to Overleap His Polites 
ness. 


As one enters the basement of the Court- 
House and walks to the centre to wait for an 
elevator to carry him up-stairs in greater com- 
fort than if he walked, but at the risk of bis 
life, he sees under the main stairway a chair 
on a high box and a sign, Black your boots, 
only five cents.” The proprietor of the estab- 


lishment under the stairway, whom one recog- 


nizes by the black skuli-cap, was the originator 
ot the chair in the boot-blacking industry in 
Chicago. He tells his questioners so with as 
much pride as Prof. Gray is now telling the 
Nation that he is the inventor of tne Bell tele- 
phone. Jerry is an original in his way. 
He has an original way of biacking boots, 
having reduced it to a science. Perhaps other 
members of the craft do it better, though that 
is doubtful, but there is not one that does the 
polishing in such a polished, scientific manner. 
It is worth five ceuts merely to see him. 

He has only one hand, having lost his right 
member years ago. He has a brush strapped 
to his right forearm, and it seems as if the ab- 
sence of the band made the arm all the more 
useful, the brush more obedient to bis 
will, the motion of rubbing more smooth 
and agreeable. He bas studied all the differ- 
ent phases of »boot-blacking. There is not a 
dark spot in the science to him any more than 
there is on a boot after he bas polished it. It 
is universally conceded that he could fill a 
book of three volumes of 400 pages each with 
different kinds ot blackimg—that is, his ob- 
servations upon them—and he wili entertain 


one in the most learned manner about the et- 
fects of the several kinds on boots. 


A READER OF CHARACTER. 

He reads a man’s characteg in the kind of a 
shine he wants put on his shoes.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 3.—A. B. Dennis 
was general cierk last season at the Stockton 
Hotel, Cape May, N. J., managed by adrian L. 
Mellen, who is wanted in Boston on a charge of 
conspiracy to murder his son's wife.

She was fol- 
lowed by a rougb-looking man, who wanted 
to be assigned to rooms adjoining those of 
Mrs. Long. Mrs. Mellen Jr. was taken sick 
about this time, and Edward, her husband, was 
sent to Baitimore. Dr. Hoy of this city was 
called in. He found ber almost dead. Mrs. 
Mellen Sr. refused to go to ber or to send any 
one to wait upon ber. Dennis had the pre- 
scription filled and summoned the house- 
azeeper. Dr. Hoy gave the latter instructions 
to allow no one to administer the medicine but 
terself. The next day Mrs. Long and the 
rough-looking man left. From that time Mrs. 
Melien improved and ultimately regained her 
health. Dennis is a Washington man anda 
botel clerk by profession. He was a wit- 
ness in the Guiteau trial. His tamer was 
a noted character in Washimgton for many 
years and is now a court officer in Chicago. 
He is an armless man, both arms having been 
blown off in firing a salute to a Russian Prince 
off Gibraltar while serving on an American 
man-ot-war a few years before the Rebeilion.

WHEAT AND COTTON. 


The Low Prices Now Prevailing Due 
to Foreign Competition Thro 
Cheap Labor. 


Our Export Duties Must Be Removed 
to Recover Our Agriculturale"" 
Prosperity. 


What Are Our Export Duties?—Nearly 
One-Half Taken from the Pay for 
Our Exports. 


New York Nation, Jan. 1: Perhaps the 
greatest surprise of the commercial sort that 
has ever come over this country is the fact 
that, at the time of year when exports of 
breadstuffs are commonly most active, an ab- 
solute torpor has fallen upon the market, and 
this not in consequence of any shortness in the 
visible supply nor in consequence of any 
unusual abundance in the European harvests, 
but solely because other countries are under 
selling us in the English market. Our visible 
supply is 15,000,000 bushels greater than it was 
last year at this time, 23,000,000 greater 
than in 1883, and 38,000,000 greater 
than in 1882. English requirements are 
even larger than last year, but we are 
not supplying them. India, Austra- 
lia, and Russia are. This, happens, too, at a 
time when the price of wheat is phenomenally 
low—31 shillings per quarter in Liverpool, 91% 
cents per busbel m New York, and 84K in 
Chicago. At 30 to 81 shiliings per quarter 
Great Britain is getting all the wheat she wants. 


Her people are fed with Indian and Australian 
whear as cheaply as we are supplied with that 
of Minnesota and Dakota. The only cereal 

we are exporting in any considerable 
quantity is Indian corn, which at 48 cents per 
bushel in New York foreigners are willing to 
take from us in somewhat larger quantities 
than last year. We still have a virtual monop- 
oly of this article, but in the supply of wheat 
we bave distinotly fallen behind. 


THREE MONOPOLIES DOOMED OR THREAT- 
ENED. 


Formerly we commanded the markets of the 
world as producers of wheat, cotton, petro- 
leum, and tobacco, These constituted three- 
fourths of our exports. Foreign countries 
could not do without them—could not do with- 
out the portion which we produced in excess 
of our Own requirewents. It appears that they 
can do without our wheat. it is feared tnat 
they may soon be able to do without our 
cotton; the potential supply from Egypt being 
limited only by the tacilities for irrigation 
which can be furnished by capital, ana which 
will certainly be furnished if England retains 
her bold upon that country—as there is every 
prospect of her doing. India aiso has great 
capabilities for cotton-growing, and has been 
deficient hitherto only in means ot transporta- 
tion. These are now being supplied. not rap- 
idly, perbaps, but steadily. The Russian pro- 
duction of petroleum is increasing in spite of 
all the obstacies which a low stage of civiliza- 
tion puts in its way. The article being abun- 
aut in Russia, it is only a question of time 
hen the facilities for producing and transport- 
ing it will be as perfect as they are in the 
United States. There will be pipe lines and re- 
fineries and whatever else is needed to make as 
good and as cheap an article as ours. Three of 
our four monopolies are therefore either doom- 
ed or threatened. A worid-wide revolution of 
commerce is taking place, akin to that which 
followed the opening of the Suez Canal—a rev- 
olution not to our advantage. What are we 
going to do about it? 


“PAUPER LABOR.” 

The first fact that strikes us is that our com- 
petitors in the production of wheat and cotton 
are really the only ** pauper laborers that we 
are ever brought into commercial! contact with. 
The Indian ryot and the Egyptian fellah work 
for less pay than any other laborers in the 
world, except possibly the lowest classes of 
Chinese in their native land. No Chinaman in 
the United States ever works for such pitiful 
compensation. It follows that the American 
farmer and planter are competing with the 
cheapest labor in the world, and that there is 
no way to protect them. We can neither tar 
if’? nor mob the paupers of India and Egypt. 
We have got to face the fact that wheat sells 
in Liverpool at 31 shillings per quarter and 
cotton at five pence per pound. There is no 
certainty that prices will be as high next year 
as they are now. The chances are that they 
will be lower ten years from now tban 
they are today, since the facilities which 
bave given us the advantage in the past are 
getting into the hands of our rivals. The gain 
which these countries have made by the mere 
introduction of iaw and order is very great. 
Nobody can compute the commercial valve of 
justice when substituted for rapine in a semi- 
barbarous country, but everybody knows that 
itis immense. India has secured this advan- 
tage, and Egypt will secure it soon. Law and 
order pave the way for railroads, and labor-sav- 
ing machinery, and capital in every form. 


WE MUST SELL AT LOWER PRICES. 

We have got to compete with these countries 
in the production of wheat and cotton. There 
is no getting around tnat fact. If they can 
furnish these staples cheaper than we can 
they will take the market away from us. It is 
neediess to speculate on the gold supply or 
to discuss the silver question as a factor in 
making prices. Whether the gold supply te 
more or less, whether silver be coined or not 
coined, the superiority of the Indian and 
Egyptian producers, if they bave a superiority, 
remains the same. Whether wheat selle in 
Laverpool at $1 per bushel, or at $2, or at 50 
cents, the relative positions of the rival pro- 
ducers are unchanged. There is no way under 
heaven to recover our superiority if we have 
lost it, or to retain it if we have not yet iost it, 
but to sell at lower prices. . This, we are told, 
cannot be done because the farmers and plant- 
ers are making no profit now, are hardly get- 
ting back the cost of proguction, and in many 
cases not even that. 


HOW TO SELL AT LOWER PRICES. 

Bat there is one way to sell at lower prices, 
and that is to repeal the export duty of 44 per 
cent on wheat and cotton. “ But there are no 
export duties, says some startied farmer, or 
planter, or shipper; * the Constitution express- 
ly forbids export duties.“ Yes;.but what is 
the difference between paying 44 per cent duty 
on what you send abroad and paying 44 per 
cent on what you getin exchange? Suppose 
A and Bare trading wheat for cloth. A gives 
B a busbel of wheat for a yard of cloth. 
Somebody intercepts the cloth and cuts off 
one-third of it, so that A gets only two-thirds 
of a yard. The result is the same to A as though 
one-third of a bushel of wheat bad been taken 
from him, and his cloth bad been let alone. The 
principle holds good as to all our exports, wheth- 
er of agriculture or of manufactures, of tor- 
ests or of mines. There is, as to the Nation at 
large, an export duty averaging 44 per cent. 
This is the average rate of duty on all dutiable 
imports taken together. It is nearly the half 
part taken off the pay we get for our exports, 
and is, therefore, the same thing as almost a 
half taken off the value of the exports. By 
abolishing the export tax we can at once add 
44 per cent to our power of competing with the 
foreign produvers of wheat, cotton, petroleum, 
tobacco, and everything else. 
@ Without meaning to alarm our bigh-tariff 
friends, we advise them to make up their minds 
to an early—comparatively early—repeal of ali 
high protective duties, for as soon as the 
American farmers and planters come to realize 
that the low prices of wheat and cotton that 
have crippied them lately are not accidental, 
but permanent, they will demand the repeal of 
this 44 per cent export duty and they will get 
it. When they come to understand the subject 
under the spur of necessity, they will not leave 
the smallest shred or scrap of a protective 
duty on any single thing in the whole tariff list. 


LOGGING IN MAINE, 


THE LAST SEASON A SUCCESSFUL ONE FOR 
LOGGING—THE OUTLOOK FOR THE MANU- 
FACTURERS. 

BanaGor, Me., Jan. 2.—The Penobscot River 
is closed to navigation now, and the interest 
of business-men is transferred from the har- 
bor of Bangor to the woods away toward the 
headwaters, where the army of ax-swingers 
are now well at work chopping the logs that 
are to come down next spring. The 
last season has been successful for 
the lucky ones who i bad logs to 
sell, but not very profitable for those 
who sawed them into lumber, because logs 
brought a pretty good price while manufact- 
ured lumder sold iow. There are only 17,000,- 
000 feet of logs left over on the river out of a 
total stock of 150,000,000 for the year, which is 
the smailest reserve for fifteen years. The 
lumbermen feel confident of better times next 
season, and intend to cut about 160,000,000 
feet, or 25 per cent more than last winter, 
which amount, with the reserve, will make a 
total of 167,000,000 feet for 1886. It is esti- 
mated that 200 men and 1,000 horses and oxen 
ate now at work ou the Penobscot waters, and 
there is more than the usual force on the other 


| rivers. 


OSKALOOBA,

is a production that will assuredly be read with 

great surprise. 

President Cleveland denounces the newspa- 
pers of the United States, witnout discrimina- 
tion, as liars and the purveyors of lies, and he 
says that there never was a time when their 
lying was so genera) and mean as at present.“ 
He goes further, and tells Mr. Keppler that if 
he attempts to “run down and expose news- 
paper lies of which he may be the subject his 
whole time will be occupiea with the disagree- 
able business. The interence is that, in Presi- 


dent Cleveland’s opinion, the newspapers are 
not only totally depraved, but that it is not 
worth a man’s while to attempt to get truth 
and justice from them. 

Is that a true charge? Is ita fact that mill- 
jons of American citizens are daily reading 
with respect journals which not only he, but 
lie from mere love of falsehood? Is it true 
that this newspaper lying is carried on toa 
greater extent than ever before, and that it is 
useless for decent people to try to stop it? 

If Mr. Cleveland states the facts correctly, 
not only is the newspaper press in a terrible 
state of degradation, but the people themselves 
are lost to a sense of truth and honor, for the 
newspapers reflect the moral sentiment of the 
communities in which they are published, since 
only thus can they gain the support upon 
which their existence depends. If American 
newspapers love a lie rather than the truth, 
the American people prefer the false to the 
true, and they have sunk into a moral abyss. 
The newspapers would not give them lies if 
they did nct desire lies and not relish them. 

An anonymous misstatement regarding him- 
self and Mr. Keppler bed been made in a news- 
paper, he had read other misstatements, and in 
bis irritation he said all newspapers were liars. 
As a matter of fact, it was easy for Mr. Kep- 
plier to deny the erroneous report, and the 
editor of the paper in which it had been pub- 
lished weuld gladly have made the correction, 
and thanked him for calling b's attention to 
the untrustworthiness of the writer. 

Of course, newspapers make mistakes as to 
facts, but it is. surprising how few such er- 
rors are in comparison with the vast amount 
of information they give. They must gain a 
reputation for truthfulness and accuracy to 
obtain the public confidence, and therefore in- 
stead of preferring lies they hate them even 
more than their readers. 

President Cleveland must have been in a 
very unhappy mood the day he wrote that let- 
ter.—New York Sun. 


THE GOLDEN GRAIN. 


ITS MOVEMENT TOWARD MINNEAPOLIS—IN- 
TERESTING FACTS AND FIGURES. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 2.—{Special.|— 
The market record tonight will state that tne 
number of cars of wheat moving toward Min- 
neapolis today is ninety-two, and on side-track 
for Minneapolis eighty-three, making a total 
of 176 that are possible to arrive in the next 
twenty-four hours. Of those on side-track 
outside, forty are expected, which would make 
the arrivals for tomorrow morning 182 cars. 
There are on side-track in Minneapolis today 
745, making with the 175 headed this 
way, 920 cars in sight, against 1,008 cars 
Thursday. A large proportion of the wheat 
that bas come in this week bas gone to the 
mills without passing through elevators, The 
receipts of wheat for the week, inciudmg to- 
day, have been 442,153 bushels; shipments, 
62,160 bushels; consumption by local milis, 
510,000 bushels; making the actual decrease in 
stocks 130,000 bushels for the week. This state- 
ment will vary from the official elevator re- 
port, inasmuch as that takes account of ele- 
Vator stocks only. Receipts at county stations 
averaged higher Thursday than earlier in 
the week. For Thursday and Friday 
the receipts at 377 on 
the Milwaukee, Manitoba, Northern Pacific, 
and St. Louis Roads ag 78.000 busbels. 
Sales in the country for two or three days bave 
been larger than receipts, showing more readi- 
ness on the part of farmers to dispose of their 
stored wheat. *

What Is to Be the Political Destiny 
of Our Neighbor on the 
North? 


Imperial Federation a Dream—Inde- 
pendence a Step Toward Conti- 
nental Union. 


Canada Eventually to Be to the United 
States What Sootland Is to En- 
1 gland. 


The following article is contributed to the 
North American Review for January by Mr. 
Alexander F. Pirie of Canada, a gentieman of 
standing and ability: . 

Nature bas made Canada an integral part of 
the American continent. With this arrangement 
geographically the politicians cannot interfere. 
With it politically and commercially, however, 
they do interfere, but in the end, politically 
and commercially as geographically, Nature 
will have ber say. The forces of Nature are 
all working in the direction of unity and homo- 
geneity, and, although the end may be post- 
poned, it cannot be averted. Canada will one 
day be to the United States what Scotland is 
to England—not by force of arms, for there is 


gradual absorption, and because her few mill- 
ions of people will see it to be more to their 
advantage, some years hence, to join their 
fortunes with 75,000,000 or 100,000,000 sprung 
from the same parent stock than to bold them- 
selves aloot for mere sentimental reasons and 
perish from commercial atrophy. 
IMPERIAL FEDERATION A DREAM. 

The idea of Imperial federation is being 
cried up. But Imperial federation is a dream. 
It has been repeatedly presented to the Cana- 
dian people, but, although it may have a cer- 
tain fascination for a few, to the great mass it 
is devoid of meaning. Between the various 
colonies of the British Empire there is no com- 
munity of interest. They have nothing in 
common. Federation would not bring them a 
day’s sail nearer the one to the other, nor 
create a single commercial necessity. The fed- 
eration of Canada and New Zealand, for ex- 
ample, would have no more practical effect 
than the federation of a railway-train and a 
balloon, nor would it create a feeling of at- 
tachment between the people of the two lands. 
However attractive the idea of colonists sit- 
ting in an Imperial Parliament and making 
laws for the people of the United Kingdom of 


Great Britain and Ireland might be to the colo- 
nists themselves, of such attractiveness to 
the people of the United Kingdom 
it would be wholly devoid; and the 
colonists would be given to understand 
that, however competent they might be to 
legislate for a colony, they were not compe- 
tent to legislate for a Kingdom the laws of 
which the inbabitants prefer to make tor them- 
selves. Representation would involve taxa- 
tion. The most enthusiastic Imperial federa- 
tionalist has not yet avowed his willingness to 
contribute toward the cost of England's for- 
eign wars. To what extent are the people of 
Canada affected by the delimitation of the 
Afghan boundary line, or the suppression of 
the rebeilious tribes in the Soudan? What is 
Hecuba to them, or they to Hecuba? Their in- 
terests all lie on this continent; and the people 
of Michigan, New York, and Maioe are more 
to them, commercially and socially, than the 
people of South Africa, New Zealand, or Aus- 
tralasia. Itis more profitable, more conven- 
ient, and more satisfactory, in every respect, 
to do business with neighbors next door than 
with strangers thousands of miles over the 
sea. Inthe direction of Imperial federation 
Canada’s destiny does not lie. 


INDEPENDENCE. 

Yet sentiment cannot altogether be left out 
of consideration. It weighs. The people from 
the old land who have come to Canada are not 
prepared to subscribe to continental union. 
They are not even prepared to subscribe to in- 
dependence, while the young Canadians look 
to something nobler than simply transferring 
their allegiance from one land to another. 
They look forwardto setting ap a nation of 
their own and becoming a great and united 
people. The result of the experiment of con- 
federation, however, has not beld out much 
encouragement for the success of in- 
dependence. When these British North 
American provinces were confederated 
into the Dominion of Canada, the argument of 
the politicians was, that it would weld the 
scattered parts together. This it has failed to 
do. An apparent union there may be; but of 
real union there is no more now than there 
was eighteen years ago, when the cabalistic 
words were uttered that were to make the con- 
tract parties one. The union was not the 
resuit of internal desire, but of external pres- 
sure; and there is scarcely a province that has 
not at some time since confederation threat- 
ened to withdraw. Independence might be the 
means of tying this many-jointed fishing-rod 
into a firm bundle; but at present the prov- 
iaces are only a fishing-rod with one end 
reaching to the Pacific and the other rest- 
ing in the waters of the Atlantic. Only 
the other day one of the. joints 
got sadly out of order, and it cost $4,000,000 
and many valuable lives to fit it firmly into its 
place again. There are those among us who 
claim that the only effectual way to head off 
annexation is for the motber country to give 
Canada her independence. But we may as well 
make up our minds that, if confederation has 
proved to be the finger-post on the road to in- 
dependence, independence would prove to be 
the finger-post on the road to continental 
union. 

That Great Britain would readily consent to 
Canada becoming an independent nation is 
looked upon as a matter ot course. Canada 
bas but to ask for her independence and she 
will get it. When she gets it she will step out 
from under the maternal roof, followed by the 
maternal blessing, and reciprocating the ma- 
ternal love. The Manchester school of politi- 
cians told us years ago that we could go when 
we were ready; but as yet we bave not 
taken the hint. In the event of a conflict be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia the old ques- 
tion as to whether the colonies are a source of 
weakness or of strength to the motherland 
would be revived. The duty of the 
colonies from attack would serlousiy hamper 
the motherland, and it is doubtful if her wings 
would be broad enoughto cover the flock. 
The unprotected seacoast of Canada, for exam- 
ple, on the Atlantic as well as on the Pacific, is 
notorious. Canadians do not shut their eyes 
to the fact that, were it not that their country 
is a colony of Great Britain, they would never 
need to give a thought to their seacoast. Rus- 
sia would never attack Canada on its own ac- 
count, but simply because it is a dependency 
of Great Britain. Dependence means danger. 
Separation would mean security, <° 

CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

One circumstance that strikes ail who visit 
Canada is the steady growth of social and com- 
mercial relations between the two peoples ly- 
ing tothe north and south of an imaginary 
boundary line. Young men cross over to the 
adjoining States in search. of employment 
quite as readily as they set out for Manitoba; 
intermarrying and giving iv intermarriage goes 
on all the year round: there are in business in 
Canada thousands of mercantile Americans, 
with their roots in the soil; on the occasion of 
any public demonstration, such as the return 
of the volunteers from the Northwest, the 
Stars and Stripes fly as freely and almost as 
frequently as the Union Jack; in the sup- 
pression of our late Insurrection an Ameri- 
can officer, in the uniforh of his 
regiment, played a prominent part, 
was saiuted as freely by the volunteers as if he 
were one of their own officers; United States 
paper currency passes as readily in Canada as 
our own; our Government concedes to Amer- 
joan fishermen the right to fish in Canadian 
waters to the end of the fishing season, al- 
though the right itself expired by the abroga- 
tion of the fishery treaty the Ist of July; the 
United States Government did a neighborly 
turn during our Indian trouble in holding the 
Indians in cheek along the Montana frontier, 
for which it was thanked by our Governor- 
General in his prorogation speech; and che cx- 
perience of most travelers is that, were it not 
for the vexatious custom-houses which line 
both shores, it would be impossible to reaiize 
that they had crossed the threshold of a differ-

the Present Season Should 
Give Rise To. 


Each New Year Should Awaken in 
Mankind Some Fresh and Laud- 
able Purpose. 


Dr. Thomas on the Oonsecration of the 
Human Life — Other Zer- 
mons. 


The subject of Prof. Swing’s discourse at 
Central Church yesterday was “New-Year 
Thoughts.”" He took for his text the passage 
from the fifth chapter of Epbesians: ‘Awake 
thou that sieepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee licht.“ As the desert 
is relieved, he said, by occasional green 
Stands in the sean of sand—isiands of 
palms and vines given birth to by some 
Spring or weil—so history comes to us 
witb ite periods of awakening. In the genera- 
tions just before Luther mind bad begun to 


thiak more, the beart to love more, and to love 


greater objects. In the times of Angelo there 
was in Florence. and in Rome, and in each im- 
portant Italian town a group of women who 
are said to have known Homer and Virgil by 
heart. Calvin beard at Ferrara lectures upon 
the value of classic literature, and perhaps 
beard a gifted giri lecture in a university upon 
the truths and moral power of Cicero. For 
deven or eight centuries there had been little 
written thought except abstract, childish pbi- 
losophy and the lives of the saints—phbilosopby 
being full of assertions which could not be un- 
derstood, and the lives of saints being full of 
miracles which bad never come to pass. A 
great reaction came, and for men and women 
to study the classics and to visit tho studios 
and fabrications of art became the new passion 
ot Europe, Upon this wave of mental activ- 
ity Luther and Galvin sailed to their religious 
empire, not creating reform, but simply turn- 
ing it toward theology. 

Such revivais as these, said the Professor, 
had not come often enough to make human 
society perfect or truly great, but there were 
enough of them recorded in history to tel man- 
kind what a divine thing is the human mind 
when it becomes fully aroused and goes mov- 
ing along some path worthy of its varied forces. 
In the state of nature man seeks rest because 
rest is easier than motion. Plato long ago 
asked the world to believe that soul implied 
motion. Motion was; its distinguishing quality, 
but of matter the normal condition was rest. 
The scientists having discovered that all things 
take the easiest path to the easiest end, man 

dy nature seeks sleep as being the condition 
of least resistance. In the islands of the South 
Sea Sir John Lubbock found the inhabitants 


sleepmg eighteen hours a day. The well-cared- 
tor house-dog will sleep twenty hours a day; 
while some animals will ia winter take acontinu- 
ous sleep of four months. Man, in order to make 
his individual lite great and his world great, 
must compel his soul to fight against the 

„path of the least resistance” and in tavor of 
that soul-awakening which bas so moved | the 
“world with more than earthquake power. Each 
New Year which comes down to the world from 
the sky should come with the words: Awake 
thou that sleenest, arise from the dead,” for 
thy life is a greut life lived in a great world. 

Among the discoveries of our age, Mr. 
Bwing went on to say, we should not rank any 
one above che truth that the mind is made 
more powerful by action mud happier as well 
as stronger, and that a childish old age is an 
accident of a tew and not the design of Nature, 
The figures marked upon ivory, the stove- 
utensiis of the old cave-dwellers, the archi- 
tecture of the Aztecs, the ruins in Egypt, the 
dreamy screens in the Koptic churches on the 
Nile, unite with the poems, oratory, and art of 
the bighest civilization in the lesson that man 
Was sent into this planet to be a thinker and « 
dealer in thought. Outof this law of his be- 
ing will come his success, His body must be 
most assiduously cared for because it is the 
essential instrument of so great a soul. As 
when our National Treasurer. not long ago, 
moved miliions of solid goid from one place to 
another, be ordéred each wagon-load of treas- 
ure to be attended by a company of soldiers 
because the wealth of the Nation was thus ex- 
posed, so the body must advaace.each day 
under guard, attended by all the good angels 
of wi-dom, beeause it is tryimg to transport a 
soul along through the perilous country of 
seventy years. Angelo’s good body curried 
him along umety years; Montefiore’s chariot 
of fies carried for a hundred years that beaev- 
olent spirit. Thus, while man's body merits all 
the care it can receive, the activity of the 
mind is the justification of all this solicitude. 

A great problem, asserted the preacher, was 
before and upon the thinking minds of the 
present age: How to make the new life of 
mankiod busy itself upon valuable objects.” 
The human mind, he said, was at last fully 
awake, but that it was awake to great pur 
poses was not by any means evident. The de- 
mands of fashionable society make great in- 
roads upon the passing years of a large mul- 
titude, In Italy, where the beggars sleep so 
mmucb, many of the rich ana educated are 
awake only for the pleasures of society. The 
devotees of fashion go to their reunions about 
midnight, and drive home long after sunrise, 
and then pass the day in their darkened bed- 
rooms. All these have been awakened, awak- 
ened by the sweet music of Dante sounding in 
0g corridors, awakened.by the chiseis of 

the Angelos striking divine forms out of the 
snowy marble, awakened by the earthquake 
of Martin Luther, — by tne. phil 
y of Lord Bacon wh domesticated all 
the forves of nature, awakened at last by 
liberty which came to free Rome from. the 
superstitious despotism of a thousand years, 
awakened by the general intellectual tumuit 
of the nineteenth century, but awakened only 
to such pleasure by nigit and sleep by day, 
awakened to bold childish carnivais in a world 
made by the Almighty aud marked by tne foot- 
Steps of divine men. 

All men and women should rejoice to remain 
Peet child all through life, however long its 
course may run. The games, the dance, the 
anecdote, the assembly of friends, the feast, 
are as much a part ot humanity as its natural 
power to iaugh or to perceive the points of wit. 
Amusement is one of the forms. of human 
happ.ness.

SCHOOL FURNITURE. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]—We 
have seen our name in print so many times and 
handled eo carelesly in relation to the school desk 
question that we desire to set not only THE TRIB- 
UNE right upon the subject, Put the public. The 
City of Chicago has in its public schools today at 
least $50,000 worth of school desks that have been 
furnished by firms outside of the City of Chicago. 
These desks are constantly breaking and falling to 
pieces, and it is impossible to replace broken cast- 
ings for the reason that the firms have failed who 
furnished them. in cases of this kind the Board 
of Education are compelled to vay, rot for an iso- 
lated casting, but foran entirely new desk. This 
unfortenste state of affairs arises from the past 
policy of the Board of Kducation—to purchase the 
very cheapest desks that could be bought—and now 
because some members of tne board desire to 
deal with a Chicago house of a million dollars 
capital, which has been in business here for 
over twenty years and has never failed 
and never proposes to—in short, because some 
members of the Board ot Education prepose to 
deal with reliable parties even if they bave to pay 
a few cents more for a desk, there is a hue and cry 
made by a few parties that there is a ring or that 
we are influencing in some way the purchase of 
these desks. There is one member of the Board of 
Education in particular who is pertectiy honorabie 
and honest in his purposes and intentions but who 
does us a great injustice by his remarks before the 
Board of Education. Surely a more bonorabie and 
straightforward man cannot be found than Mr. 
Thomas Brenan, and he informs the board that 
they should be done with the policy ef buying tne 
Cheapest desks, and that he finds, upon ex- 
amination, that they . have actualiy paid 
more for several years past than this 
very present bid. It is the cheap and 
unreliabie dealers in school furniture that are in- 
stigating all of this talk, and they furnish the fal- 
lacious arguments that this house has bid cheaper 
in certain instances in other cities than it hae bid 
for the work of the Chicago schools. Whenever 
we have handed in such nh Other places it bas 
been because there was son for it, and we 
have in some instances put desks in far delow cost 
to punish a competitor, or to get some large map 
Or apparatus bill which was sure to follow, but in 
the case of the City of St. Louis schools we did not 
bid on the same desks that are bid on tor the Cn! 
cag Oechools, and any charge to that effect is false 
and malicions. A party living in St. Louis, Who 
buys some portion of our desks from us, did vid 
on our desks, and i is very forcibly stated by Tur 
TRIBUNE that the bid was not awarded to him, and 
this is the eien to his low bid. There was some- 
thing rotten in St. Louis, and, to prove that there 
was, he pat a bid in on desks at such a price that 
they would be compeiied to take his offer or admit 
their rottenness. 

The published “specifications and instructions 
to bidders” issued by the board of this city con- 
tain this clause: No extra charge will be allowed 
for front desks and rear seats. Of course, manu- 
facturers must get paid for labor and materia! in 
some way, either by bidding on the whole job or 
raising the price per desk. But THE TRIBUNE 
quotes the St. Louis bid so much per front desk, 
80 much por rear seat. The Chicago board catied 
for sold cherry or best white maple, finished 
in best style of hardwood finish,.”’ The desks for 
St. Louis wouldn't correspond to these very proper 
stipulations as to quality and finish in at least a 
half-dozen particulats. We have ail kinds of 
, Schoo! desks, these with patented iniprovements, 
ink- wells, aiverent kinds of. Gnish, and woods. 
Now, to quote us as having supplied any particular 
bills below the prices offered the Chicago schools 
is manifestiy misieading and unjest. We do not 
Object to fait criticisms, but do object to the col- 
umns of our daily papers being used against a 
reputable firm that pays tnxes in the County of 
Cook and bas for twenty years, and is composed of 
as honorabie men as are connected with any firm 
in the City of Chicago.

JUDGE POWERS’ CASE, K 


An Effort to Be Made to Prevent 
His Confirmation by the 
Senate, 


Prominent Men Say They Were Induced 
to Recommend Him Through Mis- 
representation. 


A Fight Which Undoubtedly Will Be Very 
Interesting in More Instances 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—(Spevial.J— 
There has been an effort in several quarters to 
get hold of the charges against Territorial 
Judge Powers of Utah, the substance of which 
has already been published in Tue TRIBUNE. 
About the only thing new developed is that the 
Judges who, after indorsing Powers, withdrew 
their recommendations are ex-Justice Cooley 
and Justice Sherwood of the Michigan Supreme 
Court. They have written letters to the Presi- 
dent saying they were led to indorse Powers 
by misrepresentation. Judge Champlin of the 
same court, who refused to recommend Pow- 
ers, has also written a letter protesting against 
his appointment. The fight against Powers 
1s managed by Attorney Conley of Detroit, 
who is Congressman Maybury’s law partner. 
The Senators, who are conversant with Don 
M. Dickinson’s ambition to become one of 
their number, and have been informed of the 
bearing of the fight on his chances, are look- 
mg forward with interest to the handling of 


When Dickinson was in Washington recently 
it is said that Justice Field took pains to in- 
troduce him to Senator Eamunds, who is Chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee. 

Probably one of the most interestmg nomi- 
naaons to come before the Senate is that of 
Judge Powers. Something about the 
serious charges made by Kelamazoo people 
against him has already been published, The 
Michigan Congressmen, who have had the 
charges printed and laid before the Presi- 
dent, profess to think that Powers’ name will 
not be sent to the Senate atail. Most people 
think otherwise, however, and it is said to be 
the purpose of the Executive to let the charges 
be passed on by the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
Toat Powers has, or did have, influential backing 
appears from the story which a Michigan man 
tells. According to the story its relator last 
tall, in a casual talk with a distinguished jurist 
from the Far West, happened to mentiqn the 
subject of Mr. Diekinson's Senatorial ambi- 
uon. The jurist, whom Dickinson once sup 
ported for President, expressed the hope that 
bis ambition would be realized and was sur- 
prised to find that it might be wrecked on the 
rock of Powers’ rejection by the Senate. ** You 
tell Don Dickinson,” be is reported to have 
said, “if he wants my help in con- 
firming Powers to let me know. There are 
80 Senators on the Pacific coast who are 
in habit of consulting me about these con- 
firmations, and they generally follow my ad- 
vice. There is no question that Dickinson 
needs that promised help in confirming Powers, 
but in view of the specific charges that have 
been made since it was promised the aid may 
not be fortheommg. The mas who was told 
to inform Dickinson of the friendly interest in 
bim in high quarters happened to be one of 
the anti-Powers taction. Hence the story comes 
out,

SALE OF THE LUIS MARIA BACA GRANT IN 
COLORADO—FEARS OF INDIANS IN NEW 
MEXICO. 

Denver, Colo, Jan. 2.—[{Special.]|—The sale 
of the Luis Maria Baca grant in the northwest- 
ern portion of the San Luis Valley has. just 
been made. The purchasers are George H. 
Adams and Mr. Gotthelf of Sagnache, though 
it is generally understood that they have 
bought for Eastern men. The grant contaius 
100,000 acres, and was owned by ex-Gov. Gil 
pin, who sold it for $350,000, receiving $200,000 
in cash. It is one of the finest tracts in the 
State, well watered by several teams, and 
bas been the grazing-ground for 10,000 cattle 
for a number of years. 

Credentials of delewates to the coming Inter- 
national Range Cattie-Growers’ Association are 
being received daily from all sections west of 
the 100th meridian, includigg the States of O. d 
Mexico and the British Provinces.

INDIANAPOLIS TRAIN MOVEMENTS. 

INDIANAPOLAS. Ind., Jan. 3.—({Special.)}—The 
total movement of cars last week was 16,838, 
against 20,686 in the week ending Dec. 26. 1885, 
there being a decrease in the number of loaded 
cars received and forwarded of 3, ears, 
and iu the number of empty cars bandied a 
decrease of only 140 cars. The business of 
last week, as compured with the corresponding 
weeks of 1684 and 1885, is more favorable, as 
the roads were then more or less troubled with 
snow biockades. The falling off. in business 
seems to have taken effect with all lines east- 
bound. There is sili a good movement of 
corn, especially to New England points, while 
the tonnage of cotton, lumber, and livestock 
has decreased fully 75 per cent. West-bound a 
falling off in tonnage is noticeable, although by 
no means as marked as east-bound. Heavy 
shipments of anthracite coal and coke cut an 
important figure still in west-bound earnings. 
North and south roads make an unfavorable 
exhibit, their through business being remark- 
ably light. Their local business compares fa- 
vorably with that of other roads. North and 
south lines are handling a good deal of coal 
and but little live-stock. Local business has 
been light with all roads. 


A LITTLE WAR. 

Ionta, Mich., Jan. 3.—[Special.J—A railroad 
war bas been oecasioned at Howell dy au at- 
tempt of the Totedv; Ann Arbour & Northern to 
cross the track of the Detroit, Lansing & North- 
ern. The former wisbed to cross at the foot 
of a beavy wrade. General-Manager Mulliken 
offered permission for the rival company to 
croes under the track if it would putin an 
iron bridge aud stone abutments. The work 
was begun last night and was weil under way 
before the Detroit, Lansing & Northern foree 
arrived. No active opposition was offered. 
The bridge was erected today. 


THE PAVEMENT OF STREETS. 


STATISTICS IN SUPPORT OF ASPHALT THE 
UNIVERSAL MATERIAL THEREFOR. 

At a meeting Of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers in New York last Wednesday 
Capt. F. V. Greene of the United States Ent- 
neers read a paper entitled 
Some Observations ot Street Traffic,” in which 
he gave the résults of very extended observa- 
tions on street traffic in American cities, touch- 
ing on the weight of vehieles and loads car- 
ried, character of pavements, width of streets, 
and so forth. These observations were made 
by a corps of investigators who reported to 
Capt. Greene, the cities visited being New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, St. Louis, 
New Orleans, Buffalo, Louisville, and Omaba. 

The observations were recorded by the ob- 
servers by the punch and trip-slip method 
in use by car conductors, slips of different col- 
ors being used for vehicles of different ton- 
nage, and sent to the author, who then com- 
puted the total tonnage per vehicie and ton- 
nage per foot of width of street. Accidents to 
horses were also observed and recorded, note 
being made, too, of the width and grade of the 
street, state of the weather, the temperature 
prevailing, average speed of the vehicles, and 
the length of the street on which accidents 
were observed and recorded. The pavements 
on the streets observed were of asphalt, 
granit, and wood. 

The average daily tonnage per foot of widtn 
was found to range from 278 tons on Broad- 
way, New York; to seven tons on Olive street. 
St. Louis. The average weight per vebicie va- 
ried from .68 ton on Fitth avenue, New York, 
to 2.08 tons un a certain part of Wabash ave- 
nue, Chicago. Several instances were given of 
the manner in which smooth asphalt streets 
have drawn away the traffic from stone pave- 
ments, the most noticeable instance being in 
St. Louis where, on Olive street, which is 
paved with granit, the daily trafic per foot of 
width is only seven tons, white on Locust 


street it is 103 tons, the two streets 
being parallel, adjacent, and baving 
been paved at the same time. 


Comparison was also made with London ob- 
servations, showing a very mucd larger traffic 
(as bigh as 422 tons on one street) in the latter 
city, and the cause of thé difference was 
stated to ve the absence of street-cars and the 
large number of cabs and omnibuses thus 
rendered necessary. 

In obtaining statistics with regard to accidents, 
the standard for comparison taken was the 
distance travoled before an accident occurred. 
This was obtained by multipiy*ng the distance 
over which the observations were recorded by 
the number of borses truversing it, and divid- 


ing product by the number of accidents, The 
result was: On aspbalt, 583 miles; on 
granit, 4138 -wiles; on wood, 272 miles. 


The large number ot observations taken —0o0ver 
800,000 horses and 81,000 miles traveled—justi- 
fled the conclusion that fewer accidents occur 
on asphalt than on granit. This agreed with 
the result of similar observations in London, 
though in that city the accidents recorded were 
aboat three times as numerous as in the Amer- 
ican cities observed. This probably is owing to 
the greater density of population of the British 
metropolis, Capt. Greene's paper favored 
asphalt ag the universal pavement material, as 
from the tables compiled by him it was evident 
that the heaviest traffic sought streets so 
paved in preference to those constructed of 
either granit or wood.

NICE WARM CARS, 


THE FUN THE — PATRONS 
HAVE WITH A NEWARK INVENTION, 

It is possible that the unsessonable mildness 
of the December just concluded has tempo- 
rarily eradicated from the minds of patrons of 
Chicago street-cars contemplation of the prob- 
lem as to bow théy are going to keep from 
freezing while patronizing them when the 
weather is not mild. Itis not likely, either, that 
anything short of a ten-below frost will cause 
sufficient popular agitation to coerce the dif- 
ferent companies into reform in this direction. 

Several more or less original contrivances 
have been suggested of late, but as far as Chi- 
cago is concerned done of them appear to have 
taken any practical shape. Newark, N. J., 
however, comes to the front with an improve- 
ment on the old system of stoves in vogue in 
several Eastern cities which merits .mention. 
The patrons of the cars have not yet passed an 
opinion on it; needing, as they do, some littie 
time to study its merits and demerits before 
committing themselves by a verdict. The beater 
is merely a littie furnace situated under the 
seat on the port side ot the car amidships. The 
conductor is stoker and fireman, and he must 
go overboard to attend to his fre. The uptake 
runs aloug under the seat, and passing up 
through the door-box terminates in a small 
stack on the hurricane deck. The stove heats 
the car very effectually in every direction, but 
more particular/y in one spot, which. almost 
constantly offers an inviting seat to the last 
passenger who enters. in fact, this spot may 
frequentiy be found vacant when passengers 
are suspended to the roof. by the leathern 
straps. This vacant seatis almost always di- 
rectiy over the stove, which is scarcely visible 
from the inside of the car. There is nothing 
to indicate that the seat is especially reserved, 
no inverted carpet-tacks or bent pins are ap- 
parent, and the gulleless new arrival swoops 
down upon it with selfish delight, and fora 
few moments exults over his fellow-passengers 
who, while banging to the «straps; failed to 
observe that the seat was vacant. The 
look of selfish exultation fades gradually 
from his face, however, as he observes that his 
fellow-passengers are casting sidelong glances 
of amused commiseration upon bim. He 
wonders at this for a moment, and then the 
generous warmth begins to steal through his 
ulster, while at the same time it dawns upon 
bis mind that everyone in the car is prepared 
to laugh at bis discomfiture. He resolves that 
they sball have no cause to laugh. His coat- 
tails are thick and have shielded him from the

Meanwhile the warmth is increasing; becom- 
ing unpleasant—écorching him, in fact; and 
he shifts uneasily in bis seat. He will not get 
up.

He sbitte to and fro, rocks in his seat, jeans 
forward to inquire the time of dey from the 
stranger Opposit, and rises to his feet to get his 
fare from bis pocket; but all these subterfuges 
only serve to increase the amusement of bis 
fellow-passengers, and meanwhile the heat is 
momentarily growlng more Oppreassive. Finally 
he can stand it nv longer, and springing to his 
feet he plunges out ot the car amid the boister- 
ous laughter of the other passengers. The 
seat remains vacant to entice another victim, 
and a moment later a second seat beside it is 
vacated by a man who seems to think open air 
and a temperature of 16° preferable to the 


stifling atmosphere of the cdr. Another laugh 


is raised as he makes his exit and the eyés of 
the people are concentrated on the man who 
occupies the seat onthe other side of the 
stove. He is half stoic and half salamander, 
and pays no attention to the mirth around him. 

Two laborerts enter 
the car. They have been toiling in asewer, and 
their coarse garments reek with mud and water. 
They spy the vacant seats, and nudging each 
other quickiy drop into them. Once more the 
merry passengers assume an air of amused ex- 
pectancy, but it quickly changes to expressions 
of annosance, <A pert miss dives into her 
pooket for ber handkerehief and holds it to her 
pretty little nose.

THADE-AND LABOR LABOR ASSEMBLY. 


APPEAL Ix IN BEHALF OF THE 
EIGHT- HOUR LAW—ELECTION OF OFFI- 


In the Trade and Labor Assémbly yesterday 
2 Bonfield **ehestnut” took a new turn, and, 
— of a torrent of Oratory against the 
Tyrant Bonfield,” the members turned it 
dose among themselves, resulting in two hours 
of charges and counter-charges of aliiances 
with the City-Hall bread-ana-butter brigade to 
defeat the will of the assembly. 

The matter came up On the report of the 
Bonfield Committee, Which stated that its fail- 
ure of securing Inspector Bonfleld's removal 
was due to the action of “certain members, 
all in the employ of the City Government, 8 
working agalust the committee end jn favor of 
Bonfield at the order of the Mayor. It was 
also charged that Ald. Burke had been influ- 
enced in the same way, 80 that he will not 
bring in a miority report of the Police Com- 
mittee against Bonfield to the Council tonight. 

When the talk was over it was found that 
the committee had been unanimously indorsed 
by a Gall of the roll and ordered to bring its 
charges against the members in “riting. It 18 
thought probable that the Opposition to Bon- 
field bas at last about blown over from the in- 
ability of the assembly to accomplish anything 
in the matter. 

The Eight-Hour Committee submitted an ad- 
dress to the manvfacturers and employers of 
labor in Chicago. The document takes a con- 
servative position and embodies the prevailing 
sentiment of the assembly on the eight-hour 
movement. It commences as follows: 

The Chicago Trade and Labor As embly, rep- 
resenting the various trades and labor . 
izations of this city, and voieing the sentiments, 
as we believe, of those wage-workers who 
sre as yet unorgafized, desires to call your 
attention to the subdjoined statement of facts, and 
solicit a candid and eonscientious consideration of 
them at your hands, realizing fully that the accom- 
plishment of the end aimed at must be arrived at 
by mutual COnceSsiOns on the part of both em- 
ployer and employed, for the common good of all 
and for the permanent peace and prosperity of 
our common country and the perpetuation of our 
free institutions. We believe that the pres- 
ence of large numbers of persons unable 
to find employment is a constaht source of evil to 
the community, producing poverty, misery, and 
discontent, and we believe and hope that employ- 
ers Will readily coUperate with emplayés in en- 
deavoring to bring about a state of affairs that will 
= peace, Content, and prosperity to the com- 

y. 


After stating the action of the organized 


trades in the eight-hour movement, the report 
continues: 


The reduction of the hours of labor to eight 
would necessarily give employment to one-fifth 
more persons, and in localities such as Chicago 
would have the effect of giving every person em- 
ployment that desired it, thus adding to the con- 
tentment and wealth of this community. We be- 
lieve that the condition of the working people as a 
class and the condition of society 4s 4 whole 
would be benefited by the reduction of the hours of 
labor to eight, giving the wage-workers better op- 
portanities for education and for physical 
and mental improvement. The vast improve- 
ment made during the last twenty-five 
years in labor-saving macbinery has not ben- 
efited labor in the same proportion as it should 
have done. It has thrown out of employment 
many thousands of people each yeur throughout 
the country, and vet the hours Of labor continue 
pretty much the same as before thes invention of 
labor-saving machinery. The array of the unem- 
ployed is constantly increasing in the same pro- 
portion that improved machinery is being intro- 
duced. 

After giving the usual arguments in favor of 
the movement the address concludes: 

The workingmen of Chicago are ready to make 
sacrifices in wages in Order that more people may 
find employment, and for the general good of the 
whole community. Surely such a self-sacrificing 
spirit should meet with a cordial response from 
the employing class. Ia times of peril, when the 
country is menaced with danger, the workshop is 
deserted, the workmen have rushed unbidden to 
the rescne—their members’ graves bear record of 
their devotion to our common country and its in- 
stitagdons. 

The immediate results of the reduction of 
the bours of iabor will be to give work 
to thousands of the unemployed, as also to 
Cause an increased consumption of the prod- 
ucts of labor, which will prove bene- 
ficial to every producer in the land. Should not 
manufactarers and employers join with us in en- 
dea voring to give employment to all, thus extend- 
ing peace, contentment, happiness, and patriot- 
ism through ali ranks, and producing a sure guar- 
antee for the future Onward march of our great 
Republic in the path of liberty, education, and the 
common rights of man? 

George Rodgers, Chairman of the committee, 
reported good success in organizing the Poles 
for the eight-bour movement. J. B. Murphy 
said that the date of the inauguration of the 
movement—May 1—would be celebrated by an 
entertainment in the cavalry armory. 

Regarding the boycott of the Calumet Iron & 
Steel Works at Cummings, John Foley, Chair- 
mau ot the Boyootting Committee, reported 
that ite investigations were favorable to the 
unions and that the boycott would go into force 
next Tuesday, with the assembiy well fortified 
in its action. A communication was read from 
the Brooklyn Central Labor Union asking for 
assistance in the boycotts against the New 
York Tribune and Brenan & White, boot and 
shoe manufacturers ot New York. 

The assembiy then proceeded to the semi- 
annual election of officers. Mr. Charies W. 
Roban was elected President; Thomas MoEllo- 
gott, Vice-President; W. H. Hollister, Record- 
ing Secretary; W. E. Thomson, Finencial Seo- 
retary: John Foley, Treasurer; Thomas BE. 
Randall, Statisticien; T. J. Lyons, Sergeact-at- 
Arms: Fred Beling, P. H. McLogan, and George 
Rodgers, Trustees.

Canadian Customs Officials Accuse a Low- 
ell Firm of Undervaluing Patent 
Medicines. 


Bostor, Mass., Jan. 3.—(Special.}-—The ous- 
toms authorities of Montreal a few morths ago 
seized over $100,000 worth of patent medicines 
belonging to Ayer & Co., the well-known deal- 
ers of Lowell, Mass., on the charge that they 
were undervalued. The information was given 
by a former employé of the great medicine 
house, who charged that the illegal business 
bad been carried on for a long period. Minister 
Bowell has given his decision at last, calling 
upon Ayer 4 Co. to pay the depart- 
ment $147,000, which includes extra duty 
and 50 per cent fine on the duty 
underpaid. The Government could only ex- 
tend its inquiries for three years past under 
the Tariff act. The medicine has remained in 
the custody of the agenis under bonded ware- 
house receipts until a week ago, when it was 
removed to the Queen's warehouses, where it 
will be disposed of by auction if the claim is 
not immediately paid. This is the most exten- 
sive se.zure ever made in the Dominion. There 
are several other seizures that decisions are 
shortly expected ou in which American firms 
East and West are interested. The Govern- 
ment has a royal commission sitting here 
making an exhaustive investigauon. 


THE TOBACCO-GROWERS., 


THEY MEET AT MADISON, WIS... AND HAVE 
A GOOD DEAL TO SAY ABOUT SUMATRA 
LEAF-TOBACCO. 

MApIsoN, Wis., Jan, 2.—|Speécial.|—An Im- 
portant and enthusiastic meeting of the to- 
bacoo-growers of this and adfoining | counties 
was held here today, nearly 300 persons bemg 
present. It was called for the purpose ot tak- 
ing steps looking to an increase of the duty on 
Sumatra leaf-tobacco. Stirring addresses were 
made by I. C. Sioan, H. C. Adams, E. W. 
Keyes, T. H. Gill, and J. A. Johnson of Mad- 
ison, A. A. Joyce of Lodi, W. A. De La Matyre 
of Stoughton, and others, after which a res- 
olutionwas adopted cailing upon Congress to 
impose a duty of. $1.50 per pound on 
Sumatra unstemmed and $2 per pound on 
Sumatra stemmed leaf tobacco, whether it 
reached the Unitec States in package, bundle, 
or otherwise. The sentiment was expressed 
on all sides that Sumatra tobacco must be pro- 
hibited from reaching our shores by the impo- 
sition of an excessively high duty, or local 
growers will be torced to abandon the culture 
of the weed. 

At the meeting the Dane County Central 
Tobaceo-Gro s Association was organized, 
with J. A.J son of Madison President, T. 
H. Gul, Madison, as Secretary, and Halle 
Steeustand of the Town of Westport as Treas- 
urer. The association wil send a delegate to 
Washington to lobby tor a revision of the tariff 
favorabie to local growers. 


YOUNG PRELLER’S DEATH. 


THE TRIAL OF BROOKS, CHARGED WITH 
KILLING HIM, WILL BEGIN MARCH 8. 

St. Lovuts, Mo., Jan. 3.—|Special. |—Circuit- 
Attorney Clover, who will conduct the prose- 
cution in the case of Hugh M. Brooks, alias 
Maxwell, told a reporter today that the trial 
will begin March 8 and that the State will have 
witnesses from neariy all the divisions of the 
globe. The steward of the steamship Britannia, 
on which Preller and Maxwell crossed the At- 
lantic, willappear and testity to the meeting 
on shipboard and the first acquaintance. Mrs. 
Cook of Boston will be summoned to testify 
regarding the acquaintance in Boston. 
A photographer of Toronto, who took 
Preller when alive and also after 
the murder, will positively identify the dead 
body as that of Preller. The New. York barber 
who accidentally cut Preller will testify. The 
girl Grace, who was an inmate of a disreputa- 
ble house in San Francisco which Maxwell vis- 
ited, will be brought from Hong Kong, where 
she lately went. and her testimony will be 
startling. While Maxwell was in a parlor she 
entered the room suddenly and discovered him 
standing with a revolver leveled at her. She 
screamed, and he cried: ‘Shut up; 1 won't 
hurt you. I’ve just kifled a man, and I thought 
it was some one following me. it it had been 
a man I would have killed him.“ The defense, 
it is said, will be accidental — while oper- 
ating on the deceased.

Mrs. Grant never hag rendered any service to 
the Government, does fot propose to do so, and is 
not an object of charity, as it is generally under- 
stood that she has a property and income of from 
halt a million to a million of dollars.

With the proceeds they Say 
they can pay off the incumbrance and also an 
incoumbrance of $10,000 on the lot at the north- 
west corner of Prairie avenue and Twenty- 
ninth street, and also the unsecured 
debts.

At present they belong chiefly to 
one political party—the Republican: but, as 
thousands of Democrats in Delaware are also 
poor, the disfranchised migbt easily belong to 
the Democratic party if the tables should be 
turned and the same dangerous laws and uo- 
scrupulous. methods should be continued.

of the North American Review.

who misrepresent us, prate of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, with the implication that we 
complain of laws similar to theirs which re- 
quire voters to pay a tax. Whatever any of us 


may regard as the “ethics of actual democ- ’ 


racy” on this point, we have made no com- 
plaint in connection with present outrages 
upon us against the poll-tax of Delaware, 
or against anv other tax that wwe 

as a whole consider necessary. Our complaint 
is, that during the last twelve years the tax 
laws of our State have been so! 

warped from their original and bonest pur 
pose, for partisan ends, that one political party 
disfranchises at will a sufficieat number of its 
opponents to reduce the exercise of the great 
right of suffrage almost to a farce, Our difficulty 
ia, not that we have atax to pay, in order to 
vote, but that we live under laws ([cunoiigly 
devised by Secretary Bayard] which prevent 
citizeos from qualifying to vote by paying 
their taxes, and which thus defraud us vf our 
rigbte and defraud the pubic of its legitimate 
revenues. This crying abuse, this inex- 
cusabie shame, which is well understood and 
goneraliy acknowledged in our State, you 
have been able to bring to the attention of the 
Nation. You bave done an excellent work. 
Again we have to thank you for it. If you 
should continue it, you would still find mucw 
todo.

HE SCUTTLED THE SHIP. 


A CAPTAIN OF A VESSEL CUTS A HOLE IN 
HER TIMBERS AND LETS THE WATHR IN 
PLACED UNDER ARREST. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 2.—|Special.|—Jaffrey 
Gerrior, master ot the schooner Racer, was ar- 
rested this morning in Gloucester by United 
States officers on a charge of sduttling and 
sinking the vessel about sixteen miles off Cape 
Elizabeth last Monday. The Captain, accord- 
ing to the account of the officers, left Giouces- 
ter in September for the fishing grounds, be to 
have four-filths of the catch and the owners 
the remaining one-fifth. He went to Sidney, 
Cape Breton, and caught 53,000 pounds oi fish. 
Then, taking two women as passengers, de 
started for home. He put in at Cran 
berry Island, near Grand Manan, where 
he sold his fish, cleared the boid, and sold the 
salt. Hethen proceeded to Portiand, reaching 
there seven weeks after leaving Sidney, the 
distance usually being made in less than three 
weeks. Putting in at the latter city, he started 
on the train for Gloucester, and reaching there 
without seemg any of the owners ot the ves- 
sel, went to his home, got his wife, and took 
her back with him to Portland, After staying 
there two days he sent bis wife and the 
women home in the train. and Monday, 
Dec. 28, be left Portland with the 
vessel with a emooth sea and fair weather. 
About 4 o'clock he told the cook he wanted 
supper, and went below. The cook, while pre- 
paring the supper, discovered water coming in 
by the steps at the forecastic and ran to the 
Captain, telling bim there “was plenty of 
water in the bold.“ The Captain, who was 
iying in a bunk, got up quickly and
